REVIEW OF THE BOOK: f* 

The book describes the duties of an ex-Marine Corps officer who is 
| employed as a civilian public relations special assistant to an Assistant Secretary of 
l Defense in the Pentagon. The hero uncovers a subtle plot to demoralize American 
j} military personnel through magazine articles, photographs and movies which emphasize 
!i the negative of military life by describing the ha^^rds and horrors of war, and peace 
time military service. When he attempts to expose this situation, the hero is labeled 
j by Pentagon hierarchy as a "controversial person" and his boss inform^ him that his 
1 usefulness in the Pentagon is at an end. / , 0f

But virtueuB triumphs at the close of the book as the hero, disregarding 
direct orders, goes to a Senate committee which ultimately takes the necessary action 
to correct the situation the hero has uncovered. He is finally forced to resign but 
accepts a well-paying public relations position in New York City and has the satisfaction 
of knowing that/h^s personal sacrifice resulted in a victory f or his count ry.

Throughout the book 
reference is made to GBS, Government Security Bureau, a thinly disguised reference 
to the FBI. GBS is treated rather favorably throughout the book although this Bureau 
! refuses to investigate the heros allegations that all is not wefcl in the Pentagon, when 
the GBS liaison representative advises the hero that rather than making an investigation 
upon receiving the hero's report, it was referred to the Director of military 
intelligence in the Pentagon, on orders from the Director of the GBS. 

OBSERVATIONS d . 

Inquiry by liaison at the Pentagon did not reveal the true name of the 
author. It is believed that the book does not warrant further inquiry or interest of 
this Bureau.

In the second instance, WINSTON explained that he had 
testified, during 1955# before a subcommittee of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee in executive session. During 
his testimony he stated that a dA agent had told him some¬ 
thing regarding the Director of the FBI. The day following 
the testimony, two SAs of the FBI interviewed WINSTON. 

They wanted WINSTON to execute for them an affidavit in¬ 
corporating what the CIA agent had told him about the Dir¬ 
ector of the FBI. WINSTON did not furnish the requested 
affidavit. Mrs. WIDENER stated that WINSTON may have been 
reluctant to cooperate because he may have been under the 
mistaken impression that he would be violating some law if 
he were to discuss his testimony with persons not connected 
with the committee. 

Mrs. WIDENER did not say whether she was cognizant 
of the exact nature of the story regarding the Director 
as originally told by the CIA agent. She simply stated 
that the story was a lie which had been circulated for 
years. 


Mrs. WIDENER had never met or heard of WINSTON prior 
to i|/23/58. Her discussion with him had convinced her that 
he was anti-communist and a good American. She also felt 
that he would like to be straight and keep himself straight 
with the FBI.

OBSERVATIONS : 


Winston has in the past been guilty of repeating extremely 
derogatory statements concerning the Director*s character to a 
representative of a Senate Subcommittee. From his activities while 
employed by Navy and his testimony before the Subcommittee, there has 
arisen some doubt about his mental condition. His allegation to the 
Bureau concerning the Navy’s Office of Information collaborating with 
enemy psychological warfare, his subsequent book pertaining primarily 
to the same theory and his current letters to the Senate Subcommittee 
and the FBI indicate his suspicions of improper acts by Navy have become 
an obsession with him. It is believed that any letter to him over the 
Director's signature or any contact with him by an Agent might indicate 
to him a Bureau interest in his obsession which could possibly result in 
embarrassment to the Bureau. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

It is recommended that Winston's letter not be acknowledged 
and that no contact be made with him.

Winston enclosed with his letter a copy of a letter he wrote 
to J. G. Sourwine, counsel. Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security, 
on 9-6-58. He refers to his testimony before the Committee in 1955 and 
subsequent interviews by the FBI. He requests Sourwine to withdraw from 
Committee files any derogatory references to the Director. He refers 
to articles aimed at undermining the morale of our troops and hates to 
see evidence against "anti-morale operators go to waste" and, therefore, 
was making an offer to make available to the FBI some exhibits he has 
collected in the past three years. He states the FBI will not be 
embarrassed by jurisdictional restrictions which forced the FBI to return 
to Navy a report he submitted to the Bureau in 1955. 

By letter dated 9-6-58 (apparently dated in error), Winston 
advised he had contacted our Resident Agent at White Plains, New York, 
and discussed the material he submitted with that letter. Attached 
thereto were a copy of his letter to the Bureau dated 9-7-58, a copy 
of a letter he received from the Chicago Tribune - New York News 
Syndicate, Inc., New York City, dated 1-27-58 advising him the 
"Chicago Tribune" would not serialize his book, "The Pentagon Case," 
and a copy of a letter he wrote under the name of Victor J. Fox to the 
"Army Times" dated 2-1-58, In the letter to "Army Times," Winston again 
refers to antimorale activities aimed at our armed services. He suggested 
certain leads for investigation by "Army Times" which he stated would 
result in headlines all over the country. 

The New York Office advised by letter dated 9-10-58 that 
Winston contacted the Resident Agent at White Plains, New York on 9-8-58.

Bufiles reflect Winston in 1955 was special assistant to the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve Forces. In 
1955 he submitted to the Bureau numerous documents, including some 
official Navy documents, charging Navy’s Office of Information with 
collaborating with enemy psychological warfare projects aimed at 
undermining the morale of our Armed Forces. The material related to Navy 
personnel and was furnished to Office of Naval Intelligence (ONI). 

Winston was contacted by Liaison Agent, the receipt of his papers 
acknowledged and advised of the referral to ONI.

At about the time Winston was testifying before the above 
Subcommrtte^ii^955, he told Sourwine his former Chief at CIA, 
tfPIIIIHHPVHP had made a derogatory st^ement concerning the 
Director.

“We can win if we’ll stop losing and start win¬ 
ning.” 

That is the cold war advice being discussed 
today by more than 2,000 Sarasotans who jam¬ 
med Municipal Auditorium last night to hear Col. 
Victor J. Fox, author of | 

“The Pentagon Case,” 
explain in detail how 
the Communists are out 
to wreck the American 
way of life. 

The technique, said the 
former military intelligence 
and psychological warfare 
officer is to use cybernetics 
- - “and this to the Com¬ 
munist means the manipula¬ 
tion and control of infor¬ 
mation.” 

JCol. Fox, who was brought to 
Sarasota, by Interested Citizens Un¬ 
limited — a group of people who 
read “The Pentagon Case” and de¬ 
cided to do something about it — 
spoke to the largest Sarasota au¬ 
dience that has gathered to hear 
any one person in many years. 

THE NEWS jointly sponsored the 
lecture with the Citizens group. 

Introduced By McKinley

‘Financed By Business’ 

Fox carried the idea further to 
declare that American business 
was actually financing the Com¬ 
mies latest cold war technique i 
TSpending $10 million a year in | 
vertising without maintaining 
irol. 

The author declared that If you 
were thinking as a Communist, you 
would see how the controlling of 
advertising programs of big busi¬ 
ness “could let them cut their 
own throat." 

He pictured how the Commies 
could use this technique of getting 
across the hidden meaning through 
television programs now sponsored 
by business. 

Fox outlined a well - known tele¬ 
vision program to show how the 
program could be classed as anti¬ 
military. He applied the same 
criticism to several books and 
movies. 

Father Of t 

The father of four, including a 
13-year-old girl, read off lists of 
magazines that carried stories de¬ 
signed to tear down. the normal 
life of a young woman and to de¬ 
pict it in a manner tha*—to—de¬ 
grading. 
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Explaining that this all was the 
work of the new Commie method 
of hrain washing — cybernetics— 
Fox said: ‘‘We are being destroyed 
by a word that we never heard 

He set the stage for his expose 
of cybernetics by explaining how 
jet bombers are now flying around 

the clock — even over Sarasota_ 

with nuclear weapons simply be¬ 
cause of the danger from the "in¬ 
fection of Communism.” 

If we did not have to spend $40 
billion for defense we would not 
have to have any income taxes, 
he said. Fox raised the question of 
why the Communists should at¬ 
tack us when the cold war method 


I is cheaper, saf e]- and m ore effec¬ 
tive. 

‘Bussians Not Enemy' 

"The people of Russia are not 
j our enemy,” he said, "because less 
! than three per cent of these people 
! are Communists.” Fox made the 
flat statement that the Commu¬ 
nists do not want to wage war 
; against us. 

He emphasized this by putting 
himself in the role of a Communist 
thinker and saying — "if there is 
open warfare these stupid Ameri¬ 
cans might blow us up.” 

Again analyzing the Communists, 
Fox said, "they think we are gul- 
, lible but they are in for a big sur- 
\ prise because this crowd here to¬ 
night is an indication of the fact 
l that the people of America want 
to know the facts.” 

! Fox put forth this formula for 
i Americans who want to start win¬ 
ning the cold war. He said that our 
'foremost weapon is faith in God 
— you can’t keep the instinct of re- 
'ligion away from the people. 

U.S. Has Big Weapon 
1 He said the Commies fail to real¬ 
ize that Americans have another 
big weapon — the dignity of man. 

1 Fox meticulously built the pic¬ 
ture story of incidents where Com¬ 


mies have master • minded pro¬ 
grams of national interest, back¬ 
ed by big business, to ban atomic 
weapons. That, he said, is one of 
the major objectives of the Com¬ 
munist party. 

"By using tactics like these," 
he said, "the Commies bypass the 
normal brain reactions and appeal 
directly to your emotions.” 

Then he listed key words used in 
magazine articles to tear down the 
morale of our armed forces and il¬ 
lustrated how these key words kept 
creeping into magazine stories. 

Fox said that one way to fight 
this is for people who have invest¬ 
ments in companies whose adver¬ 
tising programs are backing such 
ideas to write letters of protest to 
the company presidents. 

Watch Fur Fly 

"Once .people learn that their 
own money is being used to de¬ 
stroy them — watch the fur fly,” 
Fox said. He injected the theory 
that business can’t protest in some 
instances because of the fear of 
labor unions. 

As for what happens when an or¬ 
ganization protests, he said an ex¬ 
cellent report of the American Bar 
Assn, committee on Communism 
had hr. ^n suppre ssed until a news¬ 


paper found out about it and got 
it published by a non-profit organ¬ 
ization. Fox said that the organi¬ 
zation then had its non-profit status 
taken away by the government. 

Fox related efforts of the mili¬ 
tary and the government to do 
something about magazines that 
are printing stories designed to de¬ 
stroy the prestige of the 
armed forces. He told of one pro¬ 
test to the White House and how 
the President had become angry 
when it was brought to his atten¬ 
tion that his picture and a story, 
said to have been approved by 
him, were used in an anti-military 
magazine. But, said Fox, the whole 
United States government has not 
been able to do anything legally 
to stop this undermining of the 
morale of our armed forces. 

Fox urged the audience to work 
to win the cold war by using as 
guidance such books as J. Edgar 
Hoover's "Masters of Deceit.” 

He listed three steps which are 
essential in the fight: (1) — To let 
the public know who is calling the 
signals (2) to throw out the offi¬ 
cials who are not playing on our 
side, and (3) to make sure that 
everyone who wears our colors is 
on our side. ""

My dear Senator Eastland: 

On February 17, Secretary of Defense Thomas S. Gates repudiated, publicly apologized for, 
and ordered the withdrawal, of an Air Force training manual which told the truth about 
Communist infiltration of our churches. As your Committee well knows, this is not the 
first time that Secretary Gates has taken an action that — wittingly or unwittingly — 
has aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

You will recall that in June 1955 I testified in executive session for several hours be¬ 
fore your Committee regarding Communist infiltration in the Pentagon. I did So only be¬ 
cause Mr. Gates, who at that time was the Navy's Undersecretary, had personally ordered 
an Assistant Secretary of the Navy to discharge me without cause as the latter's Special 
Assistant, a GS-l 6 "supergrade" appointment. As you know, I refused to resign and re¬ 
quested an opportunity to hear the charges against me, directly from my accusers. 

As I later testified, my request was disregarded; and after an official report on Com¬ 
munist infiltration in the Pentagon, prepared by me in line of duty, was handed back to 
me by the Navy's Inspector General, I submitted a copy of that report to your Committee. 

As instructed by yteur Committee's Counsel, I informed my Pentagon supervisors that I had 
testified before your Committee. Subsequently, as you know. Pentagon officials report¬ 
ing directly to Mr. Gates attested to railroad me into the mental ward of Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, in ah obvious attempt to discredit my official report and my testimony 
before your Committee. 

In view of the recent action taken by Secretary Gates, I respectfully request that you 
make public my testimony before your Committee and my official report concerning the in¬ 
volvement of Pentagon officials with the Soviet Espionage Agent named in my report.

STATEMENT _ ROBERT A. WINSTON, 

' Captain^ /N.R. (Ret.) 

Last De<^j£er 2, 1959, I spoke 
in the Municipal Auditorium in San 
Antonio, Texas, on the subject of Com¬ 
munist infiltration of the nation's mass 
information media. I appeared under 
the auspices of the Christian Crusade, 
under the direction of its President, 
Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti¬ 
communist radio programs are heard 
daily in 44 states. Speaking under my 
pen-name of "Col. Victor J. Fox" (ac¬ 
tually I am a Captain in the U. S. 
Navy's Retired Reserve, a comparable 
rank) I illustrated my talk with doc¬ 
umentary exhibits ranging from the 
so-called "war horror" anti-morale 
magazines to pornographic teen-age 
publications and obscene paperback 
books. 

In the audience was Homer H. 
Hyde, who was later to be pilloried 
as the author of the Air Force manual. 
After hearing my presentation, Mr. 
Hyde showed me the manuscript of 
an Air Force pamphlet he was pre¬ 
paring. I made several suggestions, 
and called his attention to the various 
anti-Communist pamphlets available 
at the literature table in the auditor¬ 
ium. Among these was the now-fam¬ 
ous pamphlet published by "The Cir¬ 
cuit Riders" — portions of which Mr. 
Hyde quoted in the Air Force manual 
which Secretary Gates ordered with¬ 
drawn, and for which he apologized 
publicly to Mr. Wine of the National 
Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary 
Gates has used his great powers of 
office to discredit someone who att¬ 
empted to expose the handiwork of 
the Communists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, 
or even set eyes on him, although I 
demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates — who at that time was Under¬ 
secretary of the U. S. Navy — who 
privately ordered an Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy to discharge me as 
the latter's Special Assistant, a $12,000 
a year "super-grade" appointment 
carrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security clearance. 

Fortunately I was forewarned by 
the Assistant Secretary's Naval Aide, 
who was present when Mr. Gates 
stormed in and demanded my scalp. 
The Naval Aide, puzzled by this sud¬ 
den and angry denunciation of me by 
Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask 
what I had done to deserve the obvi¬ 
ous wrath of the Undersecretary of the 
Navy. 

What 1 had done, apparently, was 
an unforgivable sin the eyes of Mr. 
Gates: in the course of my assigned 
duties I had come upon clear evidence 
— documented by official Department 


of Defense eorrt -ndence, of collusion 
with known Corj""'"*Vsts by senior U. S. 
officers on act : •. Juty — and I had 
put this evider\^_Jlnto an official report 
which I was about to submit to the 
Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of 
careful research to make sure of my 
facts — some of which required check¬ 
ing with the FBI through the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. Among those who 
were involved was a high-level Soviet 
espionage agent whose FBI dossier car¬ 
ried a higher security classification 
than TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES 
ONLY category. This FBI file was shown 
by a senior Naval Intelligence official 
to the Assistant Secretary (whose iden¬ 
tity is not disclosed here because he 
has since returned to civilian life, and 
who was at that time subject to the 
orders of his superior. Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Before I could submit my report 
to the Assistant Secretary, someone in 
the Pentagon got wind of it and went 
directly to Mr. Gates, who personally 
insisted that 1 be fired. This much is 
clear: the comrade who denounced me 
to Mr. Gates was tipped off either by 
someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy 
Public Information, or the Office of In¬ 
formation of the Department of De¬ 
fense. 

So, the Assistant Secretary obedi¬ 
ently called me on the carpet. He told 
me that I had become "a controversial 
figure," and magnanimously offered 
me "a few weeks to look around for 
another job, before turning in your 
resignation." I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without 
first hearing the charges and facing 
the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked as¬ 
tonished, and started stalling. There 
was no security question involved, he 
assured me, or any question of pro¬ 
fessional competence on my part; I had 
merely been "stepping on too many 
toes around the Pentagon." But at no 
time did he ever inform me that Mr. 
Gates had ordered him to fire me, or 
did he ever explain what charges had 
been made against me or who made 
them. 

I asked the Assistant Secretary to 
reserve judgment until he could read 
my report, and he agreed to do so. 
But he only skimmed through part of 
it, commenting that I was "seeing 
things in dark corners." When it be¬ 
came obvious that my report would 
only be pigeon-holed, I personally 
delivered a copy to the office of the 
Navy's Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and 
personally handed it back to me. "A 
very interesting report," was all he 
said.

Directo.r J. Edgap^pver. The next day 
his Pentagon li' officer telephoned 
me that my rL |rt was being returned 
to the Navy Department, in accordance 
with Government jurisdictional regula¬ 
tions. In desperation, 1 took the last 
copy to the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, which agreed to hear 
me in executive session for twenty 
minutes. (After learning what was in¬ 
volved, they sent out for lunch and 
kept me testifying for more than three 
hours.) 

The Sub-Committee's Counsel in¬ 
structed me to inform my office that I 
had placed the whole case on the 
record, for my own protection. If I did 
so, he assured me, it would discourage 
any punitive measures against me by 
Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him al¬ 
most as much as it shook me. The As¬ 
sistant Secretary called me to his of¬ 
fice and, in the presence of his Naval 
Aide, he told me soliritiously: "You've 
been under a great strain lately, and 
we want to help you. The Navy's Sur¬ 
geon General, Admiral Hogan, Is wait¬ 
ing outside in my car. He'll personally 
go with you to Bethesda Naval Hospi¬ 
tal, where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide." 

I replied that, since I was not on 
active duty, I was not entitled to free 
"medical" treatment at government ex¬ 
pense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details al¬ 
ready had been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put 
his request in writing, so that I could 
give the Senate Sub-Committee a copy. 
He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He 
finally dismissed me, saying that he 
would dispose of my case later. I re¬ 
ported this to the Senate Sub-Commit¬ 
tee Counsel, who warned me: "Don't 
go near Bethesda Naval Hospital under 
any circumstances. If you do, they will 
'railroad' you!" 

For a couple of days afterward, 
everything was ominously quiet. The 
Assistant Secretary was as cordial and 
friendly as before, although he was 
the one who was now obviously "un¬ 
der a great strain." Shortly afterward, 
I learned why, when my older brother 
suddenly appeared in my home. My 
brother told me that he had flown to 
Washington hurriedly, after a long¬ 
distance telephone call from a high 
U. S. Government official who told him 
only that I was "very sick." 

On hfs arrival in Washington, my 
brother was placed under intensive 
pressure for several hours by the As¬ 
sistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, 
a U. S. Senator, and several other high 
government Officials who attempted to 
persuade him that I needed immediate 


psychiatric treat: .. (Please remem¬ 
ber that the Np***-# Surgeon General 
was actually dir t ting my case with¬ 
out ever havi. se4n me, and that I 
have never seefl him to this dayl) 

The purpose of this fantastic 
frame-up was simply to discredit me 
as a witness before the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony 
of anyone having a record of psychi¬ 
atric treatment would be gleefully ridi¬ 
culed and instantly destroyed by Com¬ 
munist defense attorneys.) 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of 
my brother, who refused to sign a 
commitment warrant until he had seen 
me, I am still free today. I am not an 
inmate of a mental institution (as re¬ 
cently alleged by a high Pentagon of¬ 
ficial) and I have never been a men¬ 
tal patient, nor have I ever received 
psychiatric treatment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into 
the mental ward of a government hos¬ 
pital — by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men" — to silence me 
as a potential government witness 
against Communist agents in the Pen¬ 
tagon. 

These brazen attempts to deprive 
me of my constitutional rights are 
police-state methods at their worst. 
And the man who instigated this de¬ 
spicable action to disgrace and dis¬ 
credit me now holds what amounts 
to the actual power of life and death 
over millions of American citizens! 

On February 20, President Eisen¬ 
hower announced new security proced¬ 
ures giving accused persons the right 
to confront and cross-examine their 
accusers. This right was denied to me, 
when the Assistant Secretary refused 
to tell me what charges were made 
against me, or let me face my accus¬ 
ers. Whoever they were, they were 
protected by Mr. Gates, who hid be¬ 
hind his immunity as Undersecretary 
of the Navy, who went on to become 
Secretary of the Navy and who is now 
the nation's Secretary of Defense. But 
my 20-year career of honorable gov¬ 
ernment service went down the drain— 
along with the retirement benefits for 
which I would now be eligible—and 
I had to start all over again at the age 
of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my tes¬ 
timony before the Senate Internal Se¬ 
curity Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates and 
those who carried out his orders em¬ 
ployed police-state methods which are 
totally un-American. And in doing so, 
wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist con¬ 
spiracy.

Within the past year a book by a person whose 
pen name is Col. Victor J. Fox, "The Pentagon Case" has come 
to my attention. It is, as you may know, a description of 
Communist penetration in the Defense Department.

U.S. SHAM “ANTI-COMMUNISM” MYTH EXPLODED 
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This article is reprinted from the April issue 
of the British report, "INTELLIGENCE.” 

This bulletin dislikes the word "sensa¬ 
tional” but there is no doubt that it is mer¬ 
ited in the following case, which could 
prove to be a cause celebre in the fight 
against subversion in the West. 

In Intelligence for January-February we 
reviewed a book called Tbe Pentagon Case 
by Col. Victor J. Fox, which we suggested 
was an account of actual happenings. That 
it is so has been revealed by the author, 
who, incensed by continuing pro-Communist 
machinations high in the U.S. Government, 
has revealed his identity. 

He is Robert A. Winston, a retired Cap¬ 
tain of the U.S. Navy with a distinguished 
war record, who has named the official re¬ 
sponsible for sacking him from his post in 
the Pentagon because he had uncovered 
deep Communist penetration there. The 
same official tried to get Capt. Winston 
committed to a U.S. hospital as a "psychi¬ 
atric” case — the same hospital, it is worth 
recording, in which both Senator Joseph Mc¬ 
Carthy and Secretary of Defence James For- 
restal met an untimely death. 

The identity of the official responsible is 
revealed as Thomas A. Gates, former Under¬ 
secretary of die Navy and now U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Defence. 

The furore which this would cause if the 
press were free in this crucial phase of 
World War III may be compared in Britain to 
that which would result if the Minister of 
Defence were discovered conniving at the 
escape of the traitors Burgess and Maclean, 
and attempted to have his discoverer com¬ 
mitted. 

Because there is every likelihood that 
this case will be buried deep in a morass 
of evasion and untruth, we give the follow¬ 
ing statement in full. 


Statement by Robert A. Winston, 

Captain, U.S.N.R. (ret.) 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoke in the Municipal 
Auditorium in San Antonio, Texas, on the subject of 
Communist infiltration of the nation's mass informa¬ 
tion media. I appeared under the auspices of the 
Christian Crusade, under the direction of its Presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti-Communist 
radio programs are heard doily in 44 states. Speak¬ 
ing under my pen-name of “Col. Victor J. Fox” 
(actually I am a Captain in the U.S. Navy’s Retired 
Reserve, a comparable rank) I illustrated my talk 
with documentary exhibits ranging from the so-called 
“war horror” anti-morale magazines to pornographic 
teen-age publications and obscene paperback books. 

In the audience was Homer H. Hyde, who was later 
to be pilloried as the author of the Air Force manual 
(which mentioned Communist penetration of Protes¬ 
tant pulpits — Ed.). After herring my presentation, 
Mr. Hyde showed me the manuscript of an Air Force 
pamphlet he was preparing. I made several sugges¬ 
tions, and called his attention to the various anti- 
Communist pamphlets available at the literature 
table in the auditorium. Among these was the now- 
famous pamphlet published by “The Circuit Riders” 
— portions of which Mr. Hyde quoted in the Air Force 
manual which Secretary Gates ordered withdrawn, 
and for which he apologized publicly to Mr. Wine of 
the National Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary Gates has used 
his great powers of office to discredit someone who 
attempted to expose the handiwork of the Commu¬ 
nists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, or even set eyes 
on him, although I demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates—who at that time was Under-Secretary of the 
U.S. Navy—who privately ordered an Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy to discharge me as the latter’s 
Special Assistant, a $12,000-o-yecx “super-grade" 
appointment csrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security derrance. 

Fortunately, I was forewarned by the Assistant 
Secretcry’s Naval Aide, who was present when Mr. 
Gates stormed in and demanded my scalp. The Naval 








Aide, puzzled by this sudden and angry denunciation 
of me by Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask what 
I had done to deserve the obvious wrath of the 
Undersecretary of the Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was an unforgivable 
sin in the eyes of Mr. Gates: in the course of my as¬ 
signed duties I had come upon clear evidence—docu¬ 
mented by official Deportment of Defence correspon¬ 
dence—of collusion with known Communists by 
senior U.S. officers on active duty, and I had put 
this evidence into an official report which I was 
about to submit to the Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of careful research 
to make sure of my facts —some of which required 
checking with the F.B.I. through the Office of Naval 
Intelligence. Among those who were involved was a 
high-level Soviet espionage agent whose F.B.I. dos¬ 
sier carried a higher security classification than 
TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES ONLY category. 
This F.B.I. file was shown by a senior Naval Intel¬ 
ligence official to the Assistant Secretary (whose 
identity is not disclosed here because he has since 
returned to civilian life, and who was at that time 
subject to the orders of his superior, Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Denounced by a Comrade 

Before I could submit my report to the Assistant 
Secretary, someone in the Pentagon got wind of it 
and went directly to Mr. Gates, who personally in¬ 
sisted that I be fired. This much is clear: the com¬ 
rade who denounced me to Mr. Gates was tipped off 
either by someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy Public 
Information, or the Office of Information of the De¬ 
partment of Defence. 

So, the Assistant Secretary obediently called me 
on the carpet. He told me that I had become "a con¬ 
troversial figure," and magnanimously offered me 
“a few weeks to look around for another job, before 
turning in your resignation.” I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without first hearing 
the charges and facing the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked astonished, and 
started stalling. There was no security question in¬ 
volved, he assured me, or any question of profes¬ 
sional competence on my part; I had merely been 
"stepping on too many toes around the Pentagon. 
But at no time did he ever inform me that Mr. Gates 
had ordered him to fire me, nor did he ever explain 
what charges had been made against me or who made 
them. 


I asked the Assistant Secretary to reserve judg¬ 
ment until he could read my report, and he agreed to 
do so. But he only skimmed through part of it, com¬ 
menting that I was "seeing things in dark corners.” 
When it became obvious that my report would only be 
pigeon-holed, I personally delivered a copy to the 
office of the Navy’s Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and personally handed 
it back to me. “A very interesting report,” was all 
he said. 

I then sent a copy to F.B.I. Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. The next day his Pentagon liaison officer 
telephoned me that my report was being returned to 
the Novy Department, in accordance with Government 
jurisdictional regulations. In desperation, I took the 
last copy to the Senate Internal Security Sub-Com¬ 
mittee, which agreed to hear me in executive session 
for twenty minutes. (After learning what was involv¬ 
ed, they sent out for lunch and kept me testifying for 
more than three hours.) 

The Sub-Committee’s Counsel instructed me to in¬ 
form my office that I had placed the whole case on 
record, for my own protection. If I did so, he assured 
me, it would discourage any punitive measures a- 
gainst me by Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him almost as much as it 
shook me. The Assistant Secretary called me into 
his office and, in the presence of his Naval Aide, he 
told me solicitously: "You’ve been under a great 
strain lately, and we want to help you. The Navy's 
Surgeon General, Admiral Hagan, is waiting outside 
in my car. He’ll personally go with you to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide.” 

A “Mental Health” Case 

I replied that, since I was not on active duty, I 
was not entitled to free “medical” treatment at gov¬ 
ernment expense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details already had 
been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put his request in 
writing, so that I could give the Senate Sub-Commit¬ 
tee a copy. He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He finally dis¬ 
missed me, saying that he would dispose of my case 
later. I reported this to the Senate Sub-Committee 
Counsel, who warned me: “Don’t go near Bethesda 
Naval Hospital under any circumstances. If you do 
they will ‘railroad’ you!” 












For a couple of days afterward, eveiythiug was 
ominously quiet. The Assistant Secretary was as 
cordial and friendly as before, although he was the 
one who v/as now obviously “under a great strain.” 
Shortly afterward, I learned why, when my elder 
brother suddenly appeared in my home. My brother 
told me that he had flown to Washington hurriedly, 
after a long-distance telephone call from a high U.S. 
Government official who told him only that I was

very sick. 

On his arrival in Washington, my brother was 
placed under intensive pressure for several hours by 
the Assistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, a U.S. 
Senator and several other high government officials 
who attempted to persuade him that 1 needed immedi¬ 
ate psychiatric treatment. (Please remember that the 
Navy’s Surgeon General was actually diagnosing my 
case without ever having seen me, and that I have 
never seen him to this day!) 

The purpose of this fantastic frame-up was simply 
to discredit me as a witness before the Senate In¬ 
ternal Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony of 
anyone having a record of psychiatric treatment 
would be gleefully ridiculed and instantly destroyed 
by Communist defence attorneys.) 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of my brother, who 
refused to sign a commitment warrant until he had 
seen me, I am still free today. I am not an inmate of 
a mental institution (as recently alleged by a high 
Pentagon official) and I have never been a mental 
patient, nor have I ever received psychiatric treat¬ 
ment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into the mental ward of 
a government hospital —by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men"-to silence me as a potential 
government witness against Communist agents in the 
Pentagon. 

Police Stote Methods 
These brazen attempts to deprive me of my consti¬ 
tutional rights are police-state methods at their 
worst. And the man who instigated this despicable 
action to disgrace and discredit me now holds what 
amounts to the actual power of life and death over 
millions of American citizens. 

On February 20th, President Eisenhower announc¬ 
ed new security procedures giving accused persons 
the right to confront and cross-examine their accus¬ 
ers. This right was denied to me, when the Assis¬ 
tant Secretary refused to tell me what charges were 


made against me, or let me face my accusers. Who¬ 
ever they were they were protected by Mr. Gates, 
who hid behind his immunity as Undersecretary of 
the Navy, who went on to become Secretary of the 
Navy and who is now the nation’s Secretary of De¬ 
fence. But my 20-year career of honourable govern¬ 
ment service went down the drain —along with the 
retirement benefits for which I would now be eligible 
— and I had to start all over again at the age of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates 
and those who carried out his orders employed po¬ 
lice-state methods which are totally un-American. 
And in doing so, wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy.

Thirteen informants, former neighbors of the Subject and his family, were 
interviewed; seven of whom recommended Subject to the Navy and six of whom did 
not know Subject well enough to make a recommendation. 

It will be noted that the dates mentioned by the following confidential 
informant are inaccurate due to his advanced age and the lapse of time. Investi¬ 
gation disclosed that Subject was employed by CIA from December 1950 to April 1952; 
that from April to November 1952 Subject was employed on the staff of presidential 
candidate, Eisenhower, at Chicago, Ill., and Washington, D. C. 

A confidential informant of known reliability who was associated with the 
Subject in the Navy Public Information Office in 1950 to 1952, was interviewed on 
Wednesday, 1 June 1955- This informant was in this activity until April 1954 when 
he was separated by retirement and is presently engaged by a private corporation 
in Washington, D. C. This informant was Subject's immediate superior from about 
January 1950, when he first met the Subject, to 1952. 

Informant stated that Subject, a civilian, came to his office in December 
1949 or January 1950 looking for work and after ascertaining that he was an 
experienced writer, informant took Subject in to meet Admiral SHERMAN and Capt. 
Harry SEARS (now Adm.) then Chief of Information, and informant was advised to 
hire Subject, Witness presumed that the tim* of t is employment was after Subject 
had returned from Sweden. Subject remained on the Public Information staff the 
remainder of that-year, from witness's best memory and recollection. Subject had 
the ability tovrite and performed his duties well. Witness saw little of Subject, 
except to advise with him, at his request; and too, concerning aviation in Korea 
and to help him (Subject) get a book published, which had nothing to do with the 
Department of the Navy or its policies and which, witness wanted to tell Subject, 
was unpublishable. The subject matter of this book dealt with the Navy and related 
anecdotes from a child's point of view. This publication was entirely outside of 
the field of Subject and therefore, poorly composed and entirely foreign to 
Subject's abilities. A second publication dealt with a child's anecdotes and 
stories nowise connected with the Department of the Navy. 

About January or February 1951, informant learned that Subject was no longer 
with the Navy; that just prior to this book publishing episode, informant had 
been transferred to the Public Information Section as Special Deputy in charge of 
liaison in CNO and in theoffic^of^heSecretary of the Navy. At that time, 
informant was told bythat "Bob (Subject) had gone off of his 
rocker and was seeing Reds under his desk and under his bed, and charged that the 
Navy was filled with Communists." Informant heard and overlooked reports that 
Subject was under psychiatric treatment caused by insanity or a nervous break¬ 
down; but he knew of no psychiatrist who had treated Subject. Informant next saw 
Subject about a year later, 1952, in civilian clothes at the Army-Navy Club in 
Washington, D. C. and Subject invited informant to lunch. The discussion during

this luncheon concerned a public relations firm which Subject had joined, and 
the only other alleged member of this firm known to informant was Joseph BRIEN, III, 
a former Assistant Editor of the Saturday Evening Post, a USNR officer, and also 
a former press officer ofr Admiral HALSfiX At this luncheon Subject invited in¬ 
formant to join this firm. Informant declined the offer and he learned later that 
Mr. BRIEN, III, had also declined the offer. Except for casual encounters at the 
Army-Navy Club, informant did not see Subject again or h ear from him until l ater t f p 
in April or early in May of the current year, 1955, when 

advised informant over the telephone, in great^fterm, that Subject was spreading 
stories in the Department of the Navy; that HBIHBnd 

(both of whom were assigned duty in 0p-004) were Communists and, therefore, se¬ 
curity risks. Knowing both men intimately, informant scoffed at alarm 

but, on second thought, advised him to clear himself with his superiors because, of 
the gravity of the accusation. This was the first knowledge that informant had 
that Subject was back in the Pentagon. Witness further stated that Subject’s 
loyalty and fidelity to the Navy and the United States has been unquestioned. 

Any xeport to the contrary that he might be "playing footsie" with the Communists 
would be incredible, as such actions would be entirely foreign to Subject’s nature 
and inclination when he is himself, and is in complete control of his mental facul¬ 
ties. Informant stated also that there were rumors in the office that Subject had 
gotten into difficulty with the Communists in Stockholm, Sweden when he attempted 
to aid his in-laws (Subject’s wife was born and reared in Stockholm, Sweden) to 
leave Sweden. 


Informant stated that the Subject often padded his own ego and plagiarized 1 
the work of others by taking credit for their efforts. Subject appeared to be 
mentally off his base and was, without a doubt, mentally deranged. Subject was 
described bySHHHIB9 a s suffering from a persecution complex. Subject has 
also described himself as a Communist along with others whom he so mentioned and 
described, particularly those mentioned above. At times, when Subject discussed 
this matter of Communism, he stated in particular that the Information Branch was 
filled with Communists. During such conversations Subject never had a normal 
facial expression; his eyes were like those of a "huskie", menacing, sharp and 
fierce. During these conversations. Subject stated, and otherwise spread the 
same information, that Adm. SHERMAN had asked for his services and characterized 
him as being most desirable over and above anyone else. Informant stated that this 
idea is ridiculous and fantastic because this witness employed Subject when he came 
to his office, with his hat in his hand,.looking for a job. 

Informant does not consider Subject a good security risk and he would be loath 
to employ or trust him, himself. Informant Is convinced, from all observations 
of Subject and conversations with him, together with the reports cf others, that

he has a phobia concerning Communism and he believes Subject also has a thwarted 
or a persecution complex, inasmuch as he was unable to have his own way and also 
to impress anyone concerning the Communists who were allegedly in the Department 
of the Navy. 


one and a half years resident at! 
presently a public relations counselor with offices at the 
above address and currently writing a book entitled "Murder at the Airport", 
was interviewed on Friday 3 June 1955 at 1030, at his home. Informant stated that 
he was employed, in a civilian capacity , as a Special Assistant to the then Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy, Hon. Dan KIMBfiLL, from September 1949 to March 1953- Informant 
stated, also, that prior to this employment, for a period of two years, he was as¬ 
signed in a civilian capacity with the War Damage Commission, Fraud Investment and 
Collaboration. Witness stated that he first knew Subject in the fall of 1949 to 
the summer of 1954, at which time Subject was assigned in the Magazine and Book 
Section of the Office of Information, N avy, EXOS. At this time. Subject was £j 

directly under _fpwho shortly thereafter, transferred Sub- 

ject to the Flanning and Policies Section, Office of Information, Department of 
the Navy. Capt. SEARS had been impressed by Subject and did say that he wanted 
Subject and needed some solid plans and that he (Subject) could deliver them. 

At this time, there was a controversy between the three services over public rela¬ 
tions, policies and operations. A tentative order had been issued, at that time, 
cutting back budget requests for the following fiscal year, which also meant a 
cut in personnel and which, therefore, limited the activity and restricted public 
relations activities. Su bject wro te several long memoranda violently opposing 
this tentative order and ^HBQQB^signed and forwarded them. Following the 
issuance of this memoranda, there were several meetings of the three services 
with the Secretary of Defense and. Marx LEVA, Assistant Secretary of Defense, whose 
duties were the handling of legal matters for the Secretary of Defense. All of 
these meetings were marked by vociferious arguments and which also generated 
bitterness. 

Admiral SHERI 




was Acting Chief of Information and at the urging of 
and the Assistant Secretary, KIMBALL, Secretary of the Navy, MATHEWS, 
appointed RADM. R. M. HICKEY, Chief of the Information Branch. At the same time 

given an aviation command which was commensurate with his abilities 
and, in the opinion of this informant, was a good move. Informant was present 
during the above mentioned conferences which placed RADM HICKEY in c ommand and it 
was also obv ious that Subject had been and was needling ^[m^and he, 

had been ill advised by Subject and had also been sold a "bill of 
goods" through the various memoranda, mentioned above, and otherwise through their 
verbal contacts. 
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After RADM HICKEY took over, Subject continued his need'ing practices now 
aimed at RADM HICKEY by submitting numerous memoranda and whirh RADM HICKEY refused 
to sign or forward either to the Secretary of the Navy or to the Secretary of 
Defense. Subject was actually trying to have RADM HICKEY recommend that the 
matter be brought up at the Armed Forces Policy Counsel. This matter appeared to 
prey on Subject’s mind and Subject, in a nefarious manner, went to informant and 
told him that there was a "Communist conspiracy in the office of the Secretary of 
Defense”, and informant brushed this off saying that Subject was excited. In¬ 
formant then went to RADM HICKEY shortly thereafter and told him what Subject had 
said and RADM HICKEY replied, "You're not the only one who has informed me of 
this fact as coming from Subject," a.s Subject had told others concerning this 
Communist conspiracy and this information had reached the ears of RADM HICKEY. 

The specific matter which Subject wanted breught up was the measure of the control 
policy in operations in the office. Subject's philosophy and method of pressing 
further his ideas was his accusation that Communists had infested the Information 
Branch and that they ut out only information consistent with the Communist Party 
ideology and tactics. Shortly thereafter there was another working conference on 
this same subject, public relations policies and operations, at which time Assistant 
Secretary Marx LEVA also presided. Subject did not attend this specific meeting 
but RADM ..ICKEY, who represented the Department of the Navy, was among those 
present. Also present were Clayton FRITCHEY, Director of Information for the 
Department of Defense, General Sorey SMITH of the Air Force, John F. KANE, Special 
Assistant to the Secretary of the Army'and Major General Floyd L. RARKS, Army 
Chief of Information and others. At this meeting substartial progress was made but 
no final decision was reached. RAHi HICKEY and informant reported to the Public 
Information Staff, at a meeting the following morning, the proceedings which trans¬ 
pired at the above mentioned meeting, and witness returned to bis office in the 
Pentagon, at the conclusion of this meeting. Later this same morning Subject came 
to informant’s office and closed the door after him. He then came over to informant's 
desk sajing "Now I know there is a Communist party cell in the office of the Sec¬ 
retary of Defense and that meeting yesterday was a typical Communist party meeting." 
Subject took up a pencil from the desk of informant and printed on a scratch pad 
the name of Marx LEVA. Subject was agitated and he said "Look at that name, and 
underlining the word"Marx," he asked, "What Gees that mean to you?" Subject answered 
his own question saying "Karl Marx". Subject pounded on the table with his palms 
and also pounded with the end of a pencil emphasizing this point. Subject was very 
nervous and his fucialmuscles were visibly twitching. Informant pointed out that 
Mr. LEVA had had a distinguished record in the Navy as Confidential Assistant to 
the Ex-Secretary of the Navy, F0RRE5TAL. LEVA having distinguished himself, Mr. 
FORRESTAL, later Secretary of Defense, recommended LEVA'S name to President Truman 
and LEVA was J.ater confirmed by the U. S. Senate as Assistant Secretary of Defense.

Informant said further that if anything in LEVA'S background were uncomplimentary 
or derogatory, as Subject had charged, it would have come out earlier and prior 
to his approval by the Senate. Mr. LEVA has a "Q" clearance. Informant further 
said, "Bob, if you know anything, it is your duty and you s hould go up to the 
fifth deck and tell Admiral Felix JOHNSON Subject said, 

in reply, that this would do no good, then informant told him to "shut up." 


Shortly after this co nversation with Subject, RADM HICKEY replaced Subject 
witt,^HH^H^m> Soon af terW^piBHMMGflfllfr took over he observed to 
informant, "I have been going throu gh thes e crazy files and WINSTON must be nuts." 
Informant then brought ^ to date concerning his experiences 

with S ubject. At this t.ima added to witness's statements 

to his experiences with Subject as been in the 

same office w ith Subject about 14 months. The above conversation took place in 
the office nf ■ i"._ .among the three individuals above mentioned, while 

drinking coffee. The conversation ended on that note. Informant does not recall 
the specific date of this conversation as there were many, many meetings and 
conferences which he attended on many subjects.

After this conversation. Subject had no further connection with the Planning 
Group hs he had been transferred to Main Navy to the Naval Historical Section, Of¬ 
fice of Public Information (not the historical section of CNO). Subject was assigned 
in his new job, under RADM John B. HEP§§NANr, Witness saw little of Subject after 
he was tran sferred to Main Navy. At this point in the chronology 
1 - - - ./lap fill in the details as she saw quite a bit of Subject at Main Navy. 


Informant next saw Subject a few months after his transfer to Main Navy and 
at which time Subject seemed unhappy and was depressed saying that he was disgusted 
with his job; that he had put in for inactive duty; and that he intended to get 
out of the god damned Navy; that he could not support his family on the pay of a 
Commander; that he had a job lined up with the Economic Cooperative Association. 

This job never materialized. A few months later, witness saw Subject at 14th and 
"G" Sts., N.W., Washington, D. C., in civilian clothes and that Subject stated to 
informant that he had a better job now and, looking over both shoulders to make 
sure that he was not being overheard, stated that he was employed with the CIA. 
Subject put on one of those obviously false fronts of well being and of prosperity. 
Informant again saw Subject after several months, on the street in the District of 
Columbia, the location not recalled by informant. Witness inquired of Subject, how 
he was getting along in CIA and Subject replied that he quit that job and was at 
that time in the public relations business. Subject appeared to be in good spirits; 
he travelled from the District of Columbia to New York in the course of his employ¬ 
ment. From the best memory and recollection of witness this conversation took 
place about a year ago, and he has not seen Subject since.

Informant characterizes Subject as above average mentally and that Subject 
is generally unstable emotionally and that he seized upon the Communist party 
matters, as above delineated, as an outlet but that he could have seized upon 
any other subject which he may have conjured up as this was only a phase of Subject's 
instability. Informant also noted Subject’s habit and tendency, upon being wrought 
up, to indulge in too many cocktails. On many occasions during these flights of 
fantasy and having been wrought up, Subject would go to the National Press Club, 
Washington, D.C, and there drink cocktails to the point of intoxication to ease L "' 
his mental strain. Informant stated that often it would be easy to confer on 
inconsequental matters and set the newspaper men straight before unfavorable 
publicity might appear in print. Informant has a suspicion, based upon his con¬ 
tacts with newspapermen, that some information leaks which had appeared in the 
newspapers were slanted and smacked of Subject himself, as he had access to this 
information and he (Subject) would not hesitate to stoop to this to carry his point 
and which point obviously had been represented as being the point of view of 
the Department of the Navy, but was, in realty. Subject’s views. Informant believes 
these leaks resulted from Subject's talking too much at times and al3o at the wrong 
places. Informant also believes them to be .true inasmuch as newspapermen, friends 
of his during his 19 years as a newspaperman infrequently inquired of informant if 
certain reported information were true. Informant stopped many such unfavorable 
reports among newspapermen wbo advised informant that they had heard certain 
information but would not give the name of its origin. 

Informant lastly stated that he would not employ Subject and neither would he 
trust him. Witness considers Subject unsound mentally and emotionally and there¬ 
fore a security risk. Subject definitely has a phobia concerning Communism.

TJSfyi Washington, B. C.i made available by r ' - - , 1 Head of the Personnel 

Office, who was interviewed on 15 July 1955, and who has been familiar with Sub¬ 
ject's case from the beginning, reflect that Subject r esigned voluntarily on 
30 Jun a__1955. ^Subject held the civilian position of Special Assistant to 
Hon. Albert PRATT, the Assistant Secretary of the Navy (Personnel Reserve Forces), 
a CSC Schedule "C" position which required confidential and extremely personal 
contacts and relationship between the Subject and the Assistant Secretary of the 
Wavy. As a result of the accumulation of Incidences which occurred in Washington, 

D. C.» Buffalo, N. T., and Subject’s office here, calculated and designed to em¬ 
barrass the Department of the Davy and the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, reflected 
in OKI files, this cordial and confidential relationship was breached. It was also 
felt therefore by the Assistant Secretary of the Navy that this relationship could 
not be mended or resumed; that he no longer could take Subject into his confidence. 

It was felt also that Subject was ill mentally and refused the advice of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy to see a doctor or a psychiatrist. The Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy was rather loath to discharge Subject and after a personal 
conference between the two it was mutually agreed that Subject would be permitted 
to resign voluntarily, in lieu of^di-echarge, which he did.

U.S. SHAM “ANTI-COMMUNISM” MYTH EXPLODED 


This article is reprinted from the April issue 
of the British report, ''INTELLIGENCE.” 

This bulletin dislikes the word "sensa¬ 
tional” but there is no doubt that it is mer¬ 
ited in the following case, which could 
prove to be a cause celebre in the fight 
against subversion in the West. 

n Intelligence for January - February we 
reviewed a book called The Pentagon Case 
by Col. Victor J. Fox, which we suggested 
was an account of actual happenings. That 
it is so has been revealed by the author, 
who, incensed by continuing pro-Communist 
machinations high in the U.S. Government, 
^as revealed his identity. 

He is Robert A. Winston, a retired Cap¬ 
tain of the U.S. Navy with a distinguished 
war record, who has named the official re¬ 
sponsible for sacking him from his post in 
the Pentagon because he had uncovered 
deep Communist penetration there. The 
same official tried to get Capt. Winston 
committed to a U.S. hospital as a "psychi¬ 
atric” case — the same hospital, it is worth 
recording, in which both Senator Joseph Mc¬ 
Carthy and Secretary of Defence James For- 
r estal met an untimely death. 

identity of the official responsible is 
: .-vealed as Thomas A. Gates, former Under¬ 
secretary of the Navy and now U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Defence. 

The furore which this would cause if the 
press were free in this crucial phase of 
World War Ill may be compared in Britain to 
that which would result if the Minister of 
Defence were discovered conniving at the 
escape of the traitors Burgess and Maclean, 
and attempted to have his discoverer com¬ 
mitted. 

Because there is every likelihood that 
this case will be buried deep in a morass 
of evasion and untruth, we give the follow¬ 
ing statement in full.

Statement by Robert A. Winston, -' 

Captain, U.S.N.R. (ret.) 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoke in the Municipal 
Auditorium in San Antonio, Texas, on the subject of 
Communist infiltration of the nation’s mass informa¬ 
tion media. I appeared under the auspi ces of the 
Ch ristian Crusa de, under the direction of its Presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti-Communist 
radio programs are heard daily in 44 states. Speak¬ 
ing under my pen-name of “Col. Victor J. Fox” 
(actually I am a Captain in the U.S. Navy's Retired 
Reserve, a comparable rank) I illustrated my talk 
with documentary exhibits ranging from the so-called 
“war horror” anti-morale magazines to pornographic 
teen-age publications and obscene paperback books. 

In the audience was Homer H. Hyde, who was later 
to be pilloried as the author of the Air Force manual 
(which mentioned Communist penetration of Protes¬ 
tant pulpits — Ed.). After hearing my presentation, 
Mr. Hyde showed me the manuscript of an Air Force 
pamphlet he was preparing. I made several sugges¬ 
tions, and called his attention to the various anti- 
Communist pamphlets available at the literature 
table in the auditorium. Among these was the now- 
famous pamphlet published by “The Circuit Riders” 
— portions of which Mr. Hyde quoted in the Air Force 
manual which Secretary Gates ordered withdrawn, 
and for which he apologized publicly to Mr. Wine of 
the National Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary Gates has used 
his great powers of office to discredit someone who 
attempted to expose the handiwork of the Commu¬ 
nists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, or even set eyes 
on him, although I demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates —who at that time was Under-Secretary of the 
U.S. Navy —who privately ordered an Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy to discharge me as the latter's 
Special Assistant, a $12,000-a-year “super-grade' 
appointment carrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security clearance. 

Fortunately, I was forewarned by the Assistant 
Secretary's Naval Aide, who was present when Mr. 
Gates stormed in and demanded my scalp. The Naval

Aide, puxiled Ly tnis sudden and angry denunciation 
of me by Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask what 
I had done to deserve the obvious wrath of the 
Undersecretary of the Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was an unforgivable 
sin in the eyes of Mr. Gates: in the course of my as¬ 
signed duties I had come upon clear evidence—docu¬ 
mented by official Department.of Defence correspon¬ 
dence—of collusion with known Communists by 
senior U.S. officers on active duty, and I had put 
this evidence into an official report which I was 
about to submit to the Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of coreful research 
to make sure of my facts-some of which required 
checking with the F.B.I. through the Office of Naval 
Intelligence. Among those who were involved was a 
high-level Soviet espionage agent whose F.B.I. dos¬ 
sier carried a higher security classification than 
TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES ONLY category. 
This F.B.I. file was shown by a senior Naval Intel¬ 
ligence official to the Assistant Secretary (whose 
identity is not disclosed here because he has since 
returned to civilian life, and who was at that time 
subject to the orders of his superior, Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Denounced by a Comrade 

Before I could submit my report to the Assistant 
Secretary, someone in the Pentagon got wind of it 
and went directly to Mr. Gates, who personally in¬ 
sisted *hat I be fired. This much is clear: the com¬ 
rade who denoui.. *d me to Mr. Gates was tipped off 
either by someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy Public 
Information, or fh Office of Information of the De¬ 
partment of Defer, ce. 


I asked the Assistant Secretary to reserve judg¬ 
ment until he could read my report, and he agreed to 
do so. But he only skimmed through part of it, com¬ 
menting that I was "seeing things in dark corners.” 
When it became obvious that my report would only be 
pigeon-holed, I personally delivered a copy to the 
office of the Navy’s Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and personally handed 
it back to me. "A very interesting report,” was all 
he said. 


I then sent a copy to F.B.I. Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. The next day his Pentagon liaison officer 
telephoned me thot my report was being returned to 
the Navy Department, in accordance with Government 
jurisdictional regulations. In desperation, I took the 
last copy to the Senate Internal Security Sub-Com¬ 
mittee, which agreed to hear me in executive session 
for twenty minutes. (After learning what was involv¬ 
ed, they sent out for lunch and kept me testifying for 
more than three hours.) 


The Sub-Committee's Counsel instructed me to in¬ 
form my office that I had placed the whole case on 
record, for my own protection. If I did so, he assured 
me, it would discourage any punitive measures a- 
gainst me by Pentagon officials. 


What happened shocked him almost as much as it 
shook me. The Assistant Secretary called me into 
his office and, in the presence of his Naval Aide, he 
told me solicitously: "You've been under a great 
strain lately, and we want to help you.^he^Ngv^s. 
Suraeon General. Admiral Haoa n. is waiting outside 
in my car. He’ll personally go with you to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide.” 







So, the Assistant Secretary obediently called me 
on the carpet. He told me that I had become “a con¬ 
troversial figure,” and magnanimously offered me 
"a few weeks to look around for another job, before 
turning in your resignation.” I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without first hearing 
the charges and facing the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked astonished, and 
started stalling. There was no security question in¬ 
volved, he assured me, or any question of profes¬ 
sional competence on my port; I had merely been 
"stepping on too many toes around the Pentagon." 
But at no time did he ever inform me that Mr. Gates 
had ordered him to fire me, nor did he ever explain 
what charges had been made against me or who made 
them. 


A “Mental Health” Case 

I replied that, since I was not on active duty, I 
was not entitled to free "medical” treatment at gov¬ 
ernment expense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details already had 
been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put his request in 
writing, so that I could give the Senate Sub-Commit¬ 
tee a copy. He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He finally dis¬ 
missed me, saying that he would dispose of my cose 
later. I reported this to the Senate Sub-Committee 
Counsel, who warned me: "Don’t go near Bethesda 
Naval Hospital under any circumstances. If you do 
they will ‘railroad’ you!” 
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For a' couple of days afterw ird eve /thing was 
ominously quiet. The Assistant Secretary was as 
cordial and friendly as before, although he was the 
one who was now obviously “under a great strain.” 
Shortly afterward, I learned why, when my older 
brother suddenly appeared in my home. My brother 
told me that he had flown to Washington hurriedly, 
after a long-distance telephone call from a high U.S. 
Government official who told him only that I was

very sick. 

On his arrival in Washington, my brother was 
placed under intensive pressure for severe.! hours by 
the Assistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, a U.S. 
Senator and several other high government officials 
who attempted to persuade him that I needed immedi¬ 
ate psychiatric treatment. (Please remember that the 
Navy’s Surgeon General was actually diagnosing my 
case without ever having seen me, and that I have 
never seen him to this day!) 

The purpose of this fantastic frame-up was simply 
to discredit me as a witness before .lie Senate In¬ 
ternal Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony of 
anyone having a record of psychiatric treatment 
would be gleefully ridiculed and instantly destroyed 
by Communist defence attorneys.) 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of my brother, who 
refused to sign a commitment warrant until he had 
seen me, I am still free today. I am not an inmate of 
a mental institution (as recently alleged by a high 
Pentagon official) and I have never been a mental 
patient, nor have I ever received psychiatric treat¬ 
ment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into the '■•ental ward of 
a government hospital —by Secretary Ga'es and his 
Pentagon “yes-men"—to silence me t a potential 
government witness against Communist agents in the 
Pentagon. 

Police State Methods 

These brazen attempts to deprive me of my consti¬ 
tutional rights are police-state methods at their 
worst. And the man who instigated this despicable 
action to disgrace and discredit me now holds what 
amounts to the actual power of life and death over 
millions of American citizens. 

On February 20th, President Eisenhower announc¬ 
ed new security procedures giving accused persons 
the right to confront and cross-examine their accus¬ 
ers. This right was denied to me, when the Assis¬ 
tant Secretary refused to tell me what charges were 


made against me, or let me face my accusers. Who¬ 
ever they were they were protected by Mr. Gates, 
who hid behind his immunity as Undersecretary of 
the Navy, who went on to become Secretary of the 
Navy and who is now the nation’s Secretary of De¬ 
fence. But my 20-year career of honourable govern¬ 
ment service went down the drain —along with the 
retirement benefits for which I would now be eligible 
— and I had to start all over again at the age of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates 
and those who carried out his orders employed po¬ 
lice-state methods which are totally un-American. 
And in doing so, wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

* * * 

The same issue of INTELLIGENCE added 
the following observation: 

BRAINWASHING - OFFICIAL 
Whilst it would be wrong to pre-judge Secre¬ 
tary Gates, it is reasonable to conclude that 
the degree of his culpability may be assessed 
by his attempts to cover up what has occurred. 
The following report, taken from the LI-5. News 
& World Report of March 14th, is therefore sig¬ 
nificant: 

Under the command of a Marine Corps General, 
a new kind of task force is being organized in the 
Pentagon. It is a high-level information group that 
will work on restoring the public confidence in the 
State of U.S. Defences. Secretary of Defence 
Thomas A. Gates, in launching the project, said 
public confidence has been hurt by "a substantia) 
body of misinformation... carried in the press and 
on T.V., 

Such a high-power propaganda apparatus 
comes most opportunely to attempt to counter¬ 
act the influence of a million copies of The 
Pentagon Case in the U.S. and the sensational 
disclosures of Capt. Winston. Undoubtedly the 
U.S. Establishment will fight to the last bu¬ 
reaucrat to maintain its “integrity,” but it can¬ 
not hide for ever a truth propounded by a recent 
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book on the British Establishment, and equally 
true of the U.S., that “the one significant fact 
about the Establishment is that it represents 
nothing in the national life.” It is pro-Commu- 
nist and internationalist, and probably the most 
that can be urged in favour of the U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Defence is that he is acting under or¬ 
ders, in pursuit of a policy which even a cur¬ 
sory knowledge of Communism should sl.ow is 
instinct with disaster for the civilized world.

leadership of the National Council of 
Churches, instead of being in the hun¬ 
dreds as the Chairman first indicated, 
is now, according to our latest count, 
into the thousands, and we have yet 
to complete our check.") 

What other high U. S. Public of¬ 
ficial — charged with a "groveling 
apolcgy" to an organ’zr'tion whose 
leadership has literally thousands of 
Communist-front affiliations — would 
let such o scathing public challenge to 
his integrity go unanswered?

These are extremely graive 
charges, openly implying the possib¬ 
ility that a trusted government official 
has acted treasonably. And again Sec¬ 
retary Gates took It lying down. 

Something is drastically wrong 
when a public official will not reply 
personally to a published challenge to 
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his integrity. Any honest man would statement that key men around him 


be filled with righteous wrath at even 
the suggestion that he had, on two 
different occasions, wittingly or unwit¬ 
tingly taken an action that hat aided 
and abetted the Communist conspiracy 
— and that is exactly what Mr.' Gates 
was charged with, in the letter repro¬ 
duced on the bottom of this page. 

What is wrong with Secretary 
Gates? Any man of integrity would 
instantly defend his own honor per¬ 
sonally, saying, "whoever said that is 
a dirty liar, and I'll tell him so to his 
facel" 

But Secretary Gates did not an¬ 
swer. Instead, on unidentified "spokes¬ 
man" issued this non-committal state¬ 
ment: "Anybody who knows Secretary 
Gates knows he wouldn't try to rail¬ 
road anybody any place. His record 
as a public servant is above reproach." 

"CLEAN AS A HOUND'S TOOTH?" 

Like Caesar's wife, the public 
record of the U. S. Secretary of Defense 
should definitely be above reproach. 
General Eisenhower personally set 
high standards of public conduct for 
administration officials in his historic 


must be "clean as a hound's tooth." 

Why, then, does Secretary Gates 
let these shocking challenges to his 
Integrity go unanswered, evading a 
direct answer to specific charges that 
he took certain actions, on specified 
dates, which are a matter of official 
record? How long does he think he can 
get away with an attitude of dignified 
silence when photostatic records are 
available as proof? The longer this 
matter goes on unanswered, the fouler 
the stench will become, until no one 
can ignore it. 

The time Is long past for any cov¬ 
er-ups by faceless "spokesmen." True 
answers to a few direct questions will 
place this case in its proper perspec¬ 
tive, and clear the air of a nauseous 
odor which is rapidly becoming un¬ 
bearable. 

Before asking those questions, let 
us first review the developments which 
led up to the present situation, in their 
chronological order. 

On March 7th my letter to Sen. 
James O. Eastland, Chairman of the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee 
was received by his office. That letter 
reads as follows: 


"My dear Senator Eastland: On February 17, Secretary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates repudiated, publicly apologized for, and ordered the withdrawal of an 
Air Force training manual which told the truth about Communist infiltration of 
our churches. As your Committee well knows, this is not the first time that 
Secretary Gates has taken an action that — wittingly or unwittingly — has 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

"You will recoil that in June 1955 I testified in executive session for sev¬ 
eral hours before your Committee regarding Communist infiltration in the Penta¬ 
gon. I did so only because Mr. Gates, who at that time was the Navy's Under¬ 
secretary, had personally ordered an Assistant Secretary of the Navy to dis¬ 
charge me without cause as the latter's Special Assistant, a GS-16 supergrade 
appointment. As you know, I refused to resign and requested an opportunity 
to hear the charges against me, directly from my accusers. 

"As I later testified, my request was disregarded; and after an official 
report on Communist infiltration in the Pentagon, prepared by me in line of 
doty, was handed back to me by the Navy's Inspector General, I submitted a 
copy of that report to your Committee. 
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"As Instructed by your Committee's Counsel, I Informed my Pentagon super¬ 
visors that I had testified before your Committee. Subsequently, as you know. 
Pentagon officials reporting directly to Mr. Gate* attempted to railroad me into 
the mental ward of Bethesda Naval Hospital, In an obvious attempt to discredit 
my official report and my testimony before your Committee. 

"In view of the recent action taken by Secretary 'Gates, I respectfully re¬ 
quest that you make public my testimony before your Committee and my of¬ 
ficial report concerning the involvement of Pentagon officials with the Soviet 
Espionage Agent named in my report.

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hi* is the second time a letter I have written to the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee, about my 1955 testimony, has gone unanswered and 
unacknowledged: On 27 Decembr 1955 — seven months after I had testified 
and carried out their Instructions — I wrote a two-page letter to the Committee's 
Counsel, with copies to Senators Eastland and Jenner. The following paragraphs 
from that letter are pertinent to the present case: 

• 

" 'You will recall that after I testified before your Committee in closed ses¬ 
sion, in compliance with your instructions, I informed my office that I had done 
so. This resulted, as you know, in a strenuous attempt by the Navy's Secretariat 
to convince my family and your Committee that I was mentally unbalanced: 

Secretary Pratt and other top Navy officials prevailed upon Senator Capehart u 

to summon my older brother to Washington without my knowledge and attemp¬ 
ted to obtain his assistance in sending me for treatment to the Bethesda Navy 
Hospital, which I was not legally entitled to enter. 

" 'I have since learned that the Navy's Surgeon General, Admiral Hogan — 
whom I have never met — was present during these discussions and gave his 
opinion about my mental condition without ever having seen me. I have also 
learned that my co-workers in the Navy Department were deliberately mis¬ 
informed that I had suffered a nervous breakdown, and that this rumor was 
spread around the Pentagon among Naval officers with whom I had served 
over a 20-year-period, (Two Navy Commanders who are familiar with this 
entire episode have so informed me) . . .' 

"In the face of this continued silence from the Senate Committee over a 
period of nearly five years, it now appears obvious that they do not intend to 
take action in this case — perhaps because a member of the U. S. Senate (Sen¬ 
ator Homer E. Capehart) is involved. Accordingly, I respectfully request that 
you place the enclosed information before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and direct it to make a full and complete investigation of the actions 
by Secretary Gates and others to discredit me as a U. S. Government witness 
against the Communist conspiracy." 

On March t3 I sent Chairman Walter additional information, documented 
with excerpts from the official log of Undersecretary of the Navy Gates. (A 
photostat of the key exhibit from this log is available.) 

As I emphasized in this letter, "the most significant portion of my testimony 
before the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee on 19 May 1955 was con- t 

corned with Communist infiltration of the religious Indoctrination programs of 
the Armed Services. This involved the Armed Forces Chaplains Board, which 
hod been maneuvered into unwanted cooperation with a discredited group of 
former chaplains, who exerted pressure through Undersecretary of the Navy 
Gates to force the cooperation of the Armed Forces Chaplains with a 'National 
Chaplains-Parents Conference' that was to be held on Memorial Day in 1955 
at Rochester, New York. Vice-President Nixon attended this event, of which the 
main feature on the program was to be the annual 'Rochester Memorial Pag¬ 
eant.' 

"This Pageant was especially important because it involved a cast of hun¬ 
dreds of persons. Including Armed Forces Chaplains, and because the Pageant 
script was to be used as the basis for a nationwide program of religious in¬ 
doctrination for teen-age draftees . . . 


"This Pageant came to my attention In line of duty, as one of my assign¬ 
ments was to review anything involving my immediate superior, Mr. Albert 
Pratt, who was the Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve 
Forces. I was his Special Assistant for Morale and Welfare matters, and this 
project deeply affected military morale. Secretary Gates was also deeply In¬ 
volved, as will be seen below . . 

My letter also stated that Undersecretary of the Navy Gates' tog of 29 
April 1955 showed that he had been advised that Vice-President Nixon would 
attend the Chaplain's Conference in Rochester, This letter also described how 
the services of a certain well-known writer had been obtained by a senior U. 5. 
Navy Chaplain, through a well-known theological seminary, and that this 
writer had an extensive FBI file in the "Eyes Only" category. My letter also 
described how a Navy Intelligence official had shown this FBI file to Assistant 
Secretary Pratt In my presence, and that this same writer was still writing for 
the New York Times as late as March 13, 1960. 

My letter continued as follows: 

"The most shocking aspect of this latest pro-Communist action by Secretary 
Gates was not his brazen denial (through on unidentified 'spokesman', of 
course) that he would ever try to railroad anyone anywhere — but the complete 
suppression of this entire story by the U. S. Press — with the sole exception of 
the New York Daily News. 

"Nothing could demonstrate more clearly the appalling degree to which 
this nation's mass information media are infiltrated by the Communists, than 
this suppression of a story which could alert the American people and deal the 
Communist cause a severe setback . . . 

"Naturally, this would be explosive front-page news which. If presented 
fairly and objectively, would directly influence the outcome of this year's Pres¬ 
idential election. But in this case there is too much at stake to permit narrow 
political considerations to obscure the real issue. Let's face it: The Eisenhower , 
administration — which promised to 'clean up the mess in Washington' — has 
been soft on Communism in this case for nearly five years, and is rapidly get¬ 
ting softer. Undersecretary Gates and Assistant Secretary Pratt were Eisenhower 
appointees: ... let the President defend them If he can. But If he cannot, 
then the American people have the right to know the facts and the President 
has the duty to take appropriate, corrective action . . . 

"A spokesman for Secretary Gates (he is still ducking any personal state¬ 
ment) called his public record 'beyond reproach.' Yet he conspired to deprive 
me of my job, my career, my constitutional rights, and my personal freedom 
and ability to make a living. If these are actions 'beyond reproach,' we have 
already entered the era of police-state methods In the U. 5. A. 

"Air Force Secretary Harold Talbott resigned after writing a letter to help 
a friend, and F.C.C. Chairman John Doerfer quit under fire after going out on 
a yacht. Now, what about Secretary Gates — who has twice taken an official 
action aiding Communist attempts to cover up their infiltration In the religious 
field: Isn't this action by Secretary Gates more than ample reason for Congres¬ 
sional investigation and public censure? 
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"I hop* your Committee will hit this herd. No man is indispensable, and 
this country cannot afford a Secretary of Defense who is soft on Communism. 

"As an American citizen, I respectfully request that you place this informa¬ 
tion before your Committee and direct it to make a full and complete public 
investigation of this entire sorry situation, while there is still time to act before 
we are surrendered at the forthcoming 'Summit' disarmament conference." 


Copies of this letter were sent to 
Senator Eastland, and to the President's 
Press Secretary, James Hagerty. Chair¬ 
man Walter acknowledged receipt of 
this letter, in a letter to me dated 
March 14, 1960. 

On March 14 I received a letter 
from a well-known judge, who warn¬ 
ed me that "after your exposure of 
Secretary Gates, your life is In serious 
danger, and you should be very, very 
careful." 

On March 19 I received a threat¬ 
ening letter from an agent of the no¬ 
torious Anti - Defamation league o f 
B'noi B'rith (ADI) referring to the news 
story on Secretary Gates published on 
March 8. This letter warned me that "It 
would be well" if I advised the person 
who wrote this letter "if this news story 
told the whole story." 

I replied to this letter as follows: 
"Your letter to me has been long a- 
woited, since It provides documentary 
evidence of your association and con¬ 
nections with Messrs. Sanford Griffith 
(alias Al Scheffer) — whom you coyly 
refer to in your letter as 'Mr. X' — 
and his associate, Arnold Forster (nee 
Fastenburg), General Counsel of the 
ADL, whose un-American and pro- 
Communist activities are documented 
in the enclosed booklet . . . 

"This interest on the part of the 
Communist Party, via the ADL, in 
knowing whether or not 'the whole 
story' had been told. Is highly illumin¬ 
ating. For your Information, it has been 
told, in sworn testimony given in exec¬ 
utive session, and to at least two other 
trustworthy government agencies which 
the ADL would give its eye-teeth to 


have me identify. So you may rest as¬ 
sured that the fat is now really in the 
fire — far beyond the ability of the 
ADL to do anything about it — as your 
thinly veiled threats indicate you and 
they may be contemplating. It is now 
too late to prevent exposure of the 
ADL agents involved." (This letter, of 
course, wos neither acknowledged nor 
answered). 

However, the longer President 
Eisenhower postpones action on this 
malodorous mess in Washington, the 
higher it will eventually blow his Ad¬ 
ministration — especially in an election 
year. Secretary Gates is either "as 
clean as a hound's tooth" — a devoted 
patriot whose public record is com¬ 
pletely "above reproach" — or the 
Republicans have another Teapot Dome 
scandal on their hands. (And we are 
sending copies of this bulletin to every 
U. S. Senator — lest anyone say that 
he wasn't informed.) 

Either we are going to have a 
government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people — or we 
are going to have a government by 
coercion, intimidation, and police-state 
methods like those used by Secretary 
Gates and his Pentagon cohorts in 
their ottempt to discredit my testimony 
about Communist infiltration in the 
Pentagon. Those are the issues, and I 
intend to fight them all the way up to 
the Supreme Court, if necessary, to see 
that those responsible are brought to 
justice. Since neither the Senate Inter¬ 
nal Security Sub-Committee or the 
House Un-American Committee ap¬ 
pears inclined to take action on my 
formal requests, my only recourse Is to 
lay this case before the American pub¬ 
lic.

Typical of the latter is the 25c booklet 
"How You Can Teach About Com¬ 
munism," which endorses more than 
a dozen books by prominent "Liberal" 
authors as "Suggested Readings."

GUIDELINES FOR ACTION 

Those of you who don't wont to 
sit still and watch America go down 
the Communist drain, have two courses 
of action which can be extremely ef¬ 
fective in 1960 — the Year of Decision:

Enlist the aid of Jewish War Veterans 
or loyal Americans of Jewish faith in 
picketing the local ADL offices and 
boycotting those who rent office space 
to the ADL. Ask the local Rabbis to 
work with you in driving the ADL out 
of your community. Protest in writing 
to the governor of each State and the 
mayor of every city that tolerates an 
ADL office within its jurisdiction. 

2. Write to President Eisenhower 
and ask him to repudiate his published 
endorsement of the ADL prior to the 
November Presidential election. Ask 
him to carry out his pre-election cam¬ 
paign promise to "clean up the mess 
in Washington," by directing Congress 
to conduct an Immediate investigation 
of the ADL by a Special Joint Com¬ 
mittee of the U. S. Senate and the 
House of Representatives. State plainly 
that if he does not take corrective ac¬ 
tion before the Republican National 
Convention selects its Presidential can¬ 
didate in July, you intend to go to 
the polls in Novembrer and vote every¬ 
one now connected with the Eisen¬ 
hower regime into political limbo. 

"Coming events cast their shad¬ 
ows before them." Sir Winston Chur¬ 
chill, writing about events which oc¬ 
curred just prior to the outbreak of 
the Second World War, made this 
stark observation, in his book The 
Gathering Storm: 

"If you will not fight for the right 
when you can easily win without 
bloodshed; If you will not fight when 
your victory will be sure and not too 
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costly; you may com# to tho momont 
whon you will havo to fight with all 
odds against you and only a precari¬ 
ous chance of survival. Thors may bo 
a worse case. You may havo to fight 
whon there Is no hope of victory, be¬ 
cause it is better to perish than to live 
as slaves." 

With God's help, we may still be 
able to avoid fighting a hopeless bat¬ 
tle for a lost cause. It all depends on 
our elected "leaders" — who are even 
now preparing to sit down at the 
"Summit" conference table and nego¬ 
tiate with their sworn enemies, who 
have deliberately violated 50 out of 
52 of their previous agreements.

On 18 April 1960, a person or persons unknown broke 
and entered our Bookmailer offices then located at 209 
East 34th Street. The entering was dramatic if indelicate. 

The intruders simply knocked a locked door and its casing 
out of the wall. Locked desks were broken open, desk 
drawers ransacked and scattered, files dumped on the floor, 
some papers and about S200 in postage stamps were taken. 

Since the premises were not the most secure in New York 
City, we began to make plans to move to new quarters. 

We completed that move in October of this year. 

At 6:50 P.M. on the evening of 31 October, a person 
or persons unknown threw a flaming Molotov-cocktail type 
fire-bomb into our shipping room and stock room. An 
alert employee was able to put out the fire-bomb before 
it exploded, and before we suffered a disastrous fire. The 
bomb squad of the New York City police department came 
and took the missile. It provided no identification — no 
leads; no one has been apprehended. 

No one likes to live at siege. But since we seem to be 
at siege, let me be very clear and direct about it. This is 
to advise any would-be perpetrator of additional harass- 
ments that somebody is going to get shot. 

The reason for these harassments is not quite clear. 
Bookmailer has published a number of widelv read anti- 
Communist books. One book in particular has been singled 
out for attack by the Communist press: "The John Frank¬ 
lin Letters." But its sales increase each month, notwith¬ 
standing. 

It's true that many of our customers around the world 
are not as concerned with the Communist menace as we 
are — they prefer to read Kerouac, or Arthur Sehlesinger. 

Jr., or Roscoe Drummond or V. I. Lenin — but they know 
that their orders will get the same prompt attention from 
Bookmailer as we give to an order for "The Famous Five" 
for which President-elect Kennedy wrote the foreword, nr 
for Major Jordan's prophetic book "Gold Swindle." Do the 
Communists and their crackpot followers seek to harass 
such a service out of operation? 

Perhaps there is another explanation. 
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Over the past several months, the Communist, ‘'•"i 
been making an effort to persuade the public that the 
terms “anti-Communist ”and“ anti-semite" are synonymous. 
“ The Worker" labored for five columns in an attempt to 
brand Bookmaker as anti-semitie. 

Now, my friends, I read one piece of “hate" literature 
a good many years ago. I've never bothered to read any 
more. I read a book called “World Without Jews." Its 
in print and available — priced at $2.75. It was written 
by the premier “ anti-semite" of his century, Karl Marx. 

When I first came to be concerned with Communism as 
a problem in my country, and in my government C^hich 
1 served in both the OS S an d the CI A ,), the leaders of 
the anti-Communist commuriiy were mostly lews. I 
worked with many of them over a period of years. Some 
I came to know very well. I think particularly of the late 
Alfred Kohlberg, and the late Robert S. Bvfield whose 
little manual “The Fifth Weapon" we reprinted recently. 

In short, I learned early in this fight that”anti-Com- 
munism"and “anti-semitism "are not synonymous, and “The 
Worker ’’ cannot make them synonymous — except to 
fools. Nor can the venomous hate-mongers with their 
tracts in the mails make them synonymous. Those who 
identify Communism with a "Jewish" conspiracy are lazy 
men offering a lazy man’s scapegoat. 

The Communists have, of course, infiltrated the Jewish 
religion; they’ve also infiltrated the Catholic Church, and 
they've infiltrated ray own Protestant Church, probably in 
greater numbers than the other two faiths combined. When 
we succeed in exterminating them from the Protestant 
Churches, then I’ll be expert er.'ugh in how its done to 
counsel and criticize the other faiths. But not until then. 

The primary movers of Communism — those responsible 
for its spread, and its strength — are not the Jews, nor 
the Negroes, nor the British Royal Family, nor the Rocke¬ 
fellers and their banking associates, nor the Masons, nor 
any of the other alleged groups or religions. 

Responsibility rests on you and me, for our own failures 
to sell the great adventure of FREEDOM. Was any ad¬ 
venture ever more exciting? Read again tbc :‘ory of the 
Mayflower, the first Thanksgiving on our shores, Y iley 
Forge, Nathan Hale, Patrick Henry, Abe Lincoln, T eddv 
Roosevelt. Read again a little 82-page volume entitled 
“They Signed For Us” — $2.50, Duell, Sloan and Pearce. 
Contrast what you read with the beginnings and th. his¬ 
tory of Communism — conceived in sordidness, treachery, 
hate, deceit, corruption, genocide and destruction.

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In its issue of 21 February 1960, the Communist Party 
newspaper "The Worker" printed a five-column frothing- 
at-the-mouth diatribe attacking "The Bookmaker Inc.” 

The writings of o-ackpots, beatniks and bathroom-wall 
literati have never seemed particularly noteworthy to us, 
and so we ignored the smear. 

On 18 April 1960, a person or persons unknown broke 
and entered our Bookmaker offices then located at 209 
East 34th Street. The entering was dramatic if indelicate. 
The intruders simply knocked a locked door and its casing 
out of the wall. Locked desks were broken open, desk 
drawers ransacked and scattered, files dumped on the floor, 
some papers and about $200 in postage stamps were taken. 
Since the premises were not the most secure in New York 
City, we began to make plans to move to new quarters. 
We completed that move in October of this year. 

At 6:50 P.M. on the evening of 31 October, a person 
or persons unknown threw a flaming Molotov-cocktail type 
fire-bomb into our shipping room and stock room. An 
alert employee was able to put out the fire-bomb before 
it exploded, < 


and before we suffered a disastrous fire. The 
bomb squad of the New York City police department came 
and took the missile. It provided no identification — no 
leads; no one has been apprehended. 

No one likes to live at siege. But since we seem to be 
at siege, let me be very clear and direct about it. This is 
to advise any would-be perpetrator of additional harass- 
ments that somebody is going to get shot. 

The reason for these harassments is not quite clear. 
Bookmailer has published a number of widely read anti- 
Communist books. One book in particular has been singled 
out for attack by the Communist press: “The John Frank¬ 
lin Letters.” But its sales increase each month, notwith¬ 
standing. 

It's true that many of our customers around the world 
are not as concerned with the Communist menace as we 
are — they prefer to read Kerouac, or Arthur Schlesinger. 
Jr., or Roseoe Drummond or V. I. Lenin — but they know 
that their orders will get the same prompt attention from 
Bookmailer as we give to an order for "The Famous Five" 
for which President-elect Kennedy wrote the foreword, or 
for Major Jordan's prophetic book "Gold Swindle." Do the 
Communists and their crackpot followers seek to harass 
such a service out of operation? 

Perhaps there is another explanation. 















Over the past several months, the Communists have 
been making an effort to persuade the public that the 
terms “anti-Communist"and" anti-semite" are synonymous. 

" The Worker" labored for five columns in an attempt to 
brand Bookmaker as anti-semitic. 

Now, my friends, I read one piece of hate literature 
a good many years ago. I’ve never bothered to read any 
more. I read a book called “World Without Jews. Its 
in print and available — priced at $2.75. It was written 
by the premier" anti-semite” of his century, Karl Marx. 

When I first came to be concerned with Communism as 
a problem in my country, and in my government (which 
I served in both the OSS and the CIA), the leaders of 
the anti-Communist community were mostly Jews. I 
worked with many of them over a period of years. Some 
I came to know veiy well. I think particularly of the late 
Alfred Kohlberg, and the late Robert S. Byfield whose 
little manual “The Fifth Weapon" we reprinted recently. 

In short, I learned early in this fight that"anti-Com- 
munism"and "anti-semitism"are not synonymous,and"The 
Worker " cannot make them synonymous - except to 
fools. Nor can the venomous hate-mongers with their 
tracts in the mails make them synonymous. Those who 
identify Communism with a “Jewish' conspiracy are lazy 
men offering a lazy man's scapegoat. 

The Communists have, of course, infiltrated the Jewish 
religion; they've also infiltrated the Catholic Church, and 
they've infiltrated my own Protestant Church, probably in 
greater numbers than the other two faiths combined. When 
we succeed in exterminating them from the Protestant 
Churches, then Til be expert enough in how its done to 
counsel and criticize the other faiths. But not until then. 

The orimary movers of Communism - those responsible 
for its spread, and its strength — are not the Jews, nor 
the Negroes, nor the British Royal Family, nor the Rocke¬ 
fellers and their banking associates, nor the Masons, nor 
any of the other alleged groups or religions. 

Responsibility rests on you and me, for our own failures 
to sell the great adventure of FREEDOM. Was any ad¬ 
venture ever more exciting? Read again the story of the 
Mayflower, the first Thanksgiving on our shores. Valley 
Forge, Nathan Hale, Patrick Henry, Abe Lincoln, Teddy 
Roosevelt. Read again a little 82-page volume entitled 
"They Signed For Us” - $2.50, Duell, Sloan and Pearce. 
Contrast what you read with the beginnings and the his¬ 
tory of Communism — conceived in sordidness, treachery, 
hate, deceit, corruption, genocide and destruction.

TO FREEDOM FORUM XIX 
SEARCY, ARKANSAS, APRIL 7, 1958 


It is a genuine pleasure to be here. I 
have had the privilege of participating in 
other Freedom Forums and I have dis¬ 
covered what a wonderful job the Freedom 
Forums do. I have also met some wonder¬ 
ful people in the course of these Forums. 

Dr. Benson, with his exceptional knack 
for communicating ideas and facts, set forth 
clearly in his presentation this morning the 
principles upon which the Freedom Forum 
is predicated. They are as follows: (1) To 
re-affirm the fundamental truths about the 
American System. (2) To create, discuss 
and to demonstrate educational materials. 
(3) To bring about a clearer and a more 
widespread understanding of the American 
System. (4) To extend and to carry these 
facts from this Forum back to our own 
communities and to our fellow-citizens. 

The essence of this program and the 
essence of what Dr. Benson and Glenn 
Green and Cliff Ganus and their associates 
are doing, is that of simply attempting to 
improve the flow of communication ana. 
information and the transmission of ac¬ 
curate factual data. 

In a very real sense, therefore, Dr. Benson 
and the Freedom Forum associates are 
engaging in the battle of cybernetic warfare. 
And I say to you gentlemen that this is the 
most important battle being fought today. 
The outcome of this battle is going to deter¬ 
mine whether you and I shall become en¬ 
slaved or whether we shall remain free. 











This is the most important single struggle 
going on today — not a battle of atomic 
bombs, not a war of Sputniks, but a war of 
ideas and ideals and information. 

Science Of Cybernetics 

What is cybernetic warfare? I don’t 
believe there have been more than two or 
three books in the entire country ever pub¬ 
lished or printed concerning the science of 
cybernetics. Some of you, when you read 
today the title of my presentation — “How 
the Communists Control Thoughts and Atti¬ 
tudes” — may have assumed that I would 
be discussing a POW camp in Korea, or 
things happening behind the Iron Curtain 
or the brainwashing of the Soviet-captive 
peoples. But I’m not going to be talking 
about brainwashing in some other country 
or behind the Iron Curtain. When I speak 
of cybernetic warfare, I am speaking of 
brainwashing in the United States as it 
is happening here today. 

But some of you might say, “Well, this 
can’t be so. If this were going on — if 
brainwashing were being conducted in the 
United States, we would certainly be aware 
of it — we would know about it!” This 
isn’t necessarily true. In fact, the specific 
function of brainwashing is to mold the 
opinions and the ideas of people or groups 
of individuals without the victim’s com¬ 
prehension. This was the experience of the 
GI’s in the prisoner of war camps in Korea. 
As Dr. Benson explained this morning, it 
was found that brainwashing had been 
successful with a tremendous number of 
those boys who came out of Communist 
POW camps after the Korean war — not 
simply with the eleven men who chose to 
remain with the Communists, but brain¬ 
washing had been successful with an enor¬ 
mous number of GI’s who didn’t know that 
it had happened to them. It had been con¬ 
ducted without their comprehension. 

Well, this in part is a definition of brain¬ 
washing: It is a tool used by the Commu¬ 
nists in order to successfully manipulate 
and control information. The science of 
cybernetics is the manipulation and control 
of information. How could such a technique 
be used here? To find the answer, let’s 








go back to our own experience for a mo¬ 
ment or so. I guess most of you know by 
now something of the history of Herb Phil- 
brick and some of the story of what hap¬ 
pened in his encounter with the Commu¬ 
nists. 

In the spring of 1940 I joined and be¬ 
came a member of a wonderful youth organ¬ 
ization in Cambridge, Massachusetts. I 
joined that youth organization, a church 
youth group, only to wake up about six 
months after I joined it to discover that it 
was not a legitimate youth group at all; 
it was a Communist front. After discover¬ 
ing that dismal fact, I decided to do two 
things: I decided first of all, of course, to 
quit, to get out, to get away from that kind 
of an organization as quickly as I could. 
But I also decided that someone should 
know what the Communists were doing. 
Not knowing where else to turn, quite 
frankly, I decided that perhaps the best 
place to p ass on the information would be 
to the FBI. 

So I contacted the FBI to let them know 
that the Cambridge Youth Council in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts was a Communist 
operated, Communist dominated, and Com¬ 
munist controlled organization — a fact 
not known even to the membership of the 
organization. Upon talking to the FBI, 
I discovered they were greatly interested in 
what the Communists were doing. In a very 
diplomatic fashion they let it be known to 
me that if I should decide to stay in the 
organization rather than quit they would 
appreciate it a very great deal. In this 
manner I could remain in touch with the 
Communists and continue to let the FBI 
know what the Communists were doing 
among the young people in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 

So I decided to go back into the Council. 
I decided to go back because not only did 
I want to provide the FBI with this infor¬ 
mation which they desired to have but I 
was a little bit curious also to find out the 
answers to some things which were perturb¬ 
ing to me. I was rather curious to find out, 
for example, how it was that I and between 
three and four hundred young people in the 
Cambridge, Massachusetts area had been 









victimized. These were decent young people. 
All of the church organizations in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts, were represented in 
the Cambridge Youth Council. How had 
these young people been viciously victimized 
by a small group of very clever and mali¬ 
cious individuals? Well, I began to find out 
and the technique used by the Communists 
was brainwashing. The technique wa> 
cybernetic warfare even though the termi¬ 
nology was not known to us at that time. 

Well, I went back into the Cambridge 
Youth Council. The Communists decided 
that since I had stayed with them, I might 
be a logical candidate for development and 
so they began to work on me and to bring 
me along the various steps which would 
lead ultimately to Communist Party affilia¬ 
tion. That first step was to become involved 
in and to join Communist front organiza¬ 
tions, to become a fellow traveler. A 
fellow traveler, incidentally, is an individual 
who although is not a Communist, is one 
who knows that he is working with the 
Communists. He is aware of that fact; he 
sees nothing wrong with it and acts accord¬ 
ingly. 

Widespread Conspiracy 

So I became a member of an enormous 
number of Communist fronts and I was 
staggered to discover the extent of Com¬ 
munist infiltration and subversion, not 
only throughout the New England area, but 
across the entire United States. I was 
staggered and astonished because up until 
the time that I joined the Cambridge Youth 
Council, I had known nothing about Com¬ 
munism. We hadn’t studied the subject 
to any extent in our schools and our col¬ 
leges and we young people who joined the 
Cambridge Youth Council knew very little 
about the Communist criminal conspiracy. 
We didn’t know there were any such things 
as Communist front organizations. We were 
victimized and we were trapped by ignor¬ 
ance and lack of information. 

My information began to come to me the 
hard way. I soon became a member of 
American Youth for Democracy, one of the 
most successful Communist fronts ever op¬ 
erated in the past forty years. I also became 
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a member of The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Committee, The National Council for Ameri¬ 
can-Soviet Friendship and the American 
Peace Crusade. From this point I moved 
on up into the Communist Party itself. And 
in the Communist Party I was trained by 
the Communists to become an underground, 
secret Co mmuni st. My membership was 
never known publicly. My fellow associates 
in the advertising profession didn’t know 
that I was a member of the Communist 
Party. My fellow Baptists certainly had 
no idea that I was a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party, and not even my own parents 
knew that I was a member of the Commu¬ 
nist apparatus. They didn’t know because 
I was trained specifically by the Communists 
to operate secretly and subversively. 

Inasmuch as my profession was that of 
advertising and public relations, it was 
logical that the Communists should move 
me to what they call the “Agit-Prop” divi¬ 
sion — advertising and propaganda. On 
this assignment I assisted the Communists 
in the preparation of Communist propa¬ 
ganda — propaganda prepared not only for 
distribution and circulation among Com¬ 
munist Party members but an enormous 
amount of propaganda issued for public 
consumption among non-Communists. What 
was the function of this Communist propa¬ 
ganda? Every bit of it had just one design 
and one function: To strengthen the posi¬ 
tion of the Soviet Union; to do everything 
possible to insure the ultimate victory of 
the Soviet Union; to do everything possible 
to work toward the ultimate destruction of 
the United States government and the de¬ 
struction of our freedom. 

That was the design and the intent of 
every single word that was issued. It is 
the design and the intent of every single 
word that is issued from Moscow today by 
the Communist propagandists from the 
Kremlin. When you read a dispatch such 
as one which appeared in your local news¬ 
paper right here in this town today — there 
is a dispatch in it from Moscow that has 
to do with industrial production in the 
Soviet Union. Remember when you read 
any story issued from the Soviet Union that 
it is issued for one reason only — to work 
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toward the ultimate defeat of the United 
States. If that were not so the Communists 
would not issue that communication; they 
would withhold that information. 

Inasmu ch as I worked as a member of 
the Agit-Prop” division and moved on up 
into the upper circles of the C ommuni st, 
criminal conspiracy of the United States, I 
could watch the technique of the Communist 
propagandists from an extreme vantage 
point and from that vantage point I 
began to discover some vitally important 
keys. I began to discover the secret 
of Communist psychological and propaganda 
warfare. Now there are two important 
factors to the key to this secret. The first 
factor is derived from the Marxist teaching 
concerning the nature of man. This ideol¬ 
ogy was recently explained very effec¬ 
tively by Dr. Frederick Charles Schwarz. 

The Communist Mind 

Perhaps some of you may have seen in 
one of your local newspapers a huge adver¬ 
tisement, two full pages, which contained 
the testimony of Dr. Schwarz before the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, 
United States House of Representatives, on 
Wednesday, May 29, 1957, in Washington, 
D.C. I have a copy of this advertisement 
which appeared in the New York Herald- 
Tribune. The subject of his testimony dealt 
with the Co mmu nist mind and this is what 
Dr. Schwarz had to say concerning the 
ideology of Communism. Dr. Schwarz is 
an eminent psychiatrist and a physician 
who also at the present time is the execu¬ 
tive director of the Christian Anti-Commu¬ 
nism Crusade. 

Dr. Schwarz said that the ideology of 
Communism is applied Godless material¬ 
ism. Then he explained that this applied 
Godless materialism is based upon what the 
Communists consider to be scientific law. 
Then he continues: “The first scientific law 
is, ‘There is no God.’ They are proudly, 
unashamedly atheistic in theory and in 
practice. When they deny God they simul¬ 
taneously deny every virtue and every value 
which originates with God. They deny 
moral law. They deny absolute standards 
of truth and righteousness. An entire civil- 
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ized code of moral and ethical values is 
destroyed so that they are free to erect in 
their place new moral and ethical standards 
as the occasion demands. 

“The second law of Communism is that 
man is a machine, a material machine; he 
is matter in motion and nothing more. Man 
is a body and he is completely describable 
in terms of the laws of chemistry and 
physics. Man has no soul, no spirit, no 
significant individual value, no continuity 
of life; he is entirely an evolutionary pro¬ 
duct, the species homo-sapiens, and subject 
to modification, adaptation, and transfor¬ 
mation by the applied established laws of 
animal husbandry.” 

I can testify that this is true after meet¬ 
ing with them night after night and I can 
assure you that it is true that a Communist 
considers a human being as no different 
from any other kind of animal life such as 
a dog or a cow or a goat. To a Communist 
there is no difference between animal and 
human life. That is the first facet to the 
key to cybernetic warfare. 

Now let’s proceed to another facet to the 
Communist ideology: I learned as a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party — sitting in 
these deeply conspiratorial meetings night 
after night — that the Communists con¬ 
centrate a great deal on something which 
they call Pavlovian psychiatry. Sometimes 
they refer to it as Soviet psychiatry. 

Most of you know of the great Russian 
scientist, Pavlov, and of his experiments 
in the field of conditioned reflexes. We 
know that Pavlov experimented with ani¬ 
mals — dogs chiefly. He discovered that 
if he should place before a dog a plate of 
food, saliva would begin to run in the dog’s 
mouth. Then Pavlov began to experiment 
by ringing a bell every time he placed a 
plate of food before the dog. Finally he 
discovered that after continuing this process 
for a given amount of time, an empty dish 
could be placed before the dog, the bell 
could be rung and the saliva would still 
flow in the dog’s mouth. There was no 
logical reason for the latter response. There 
was no food in the plate and yet the dog’s 
thinking processes had been short-circuited 
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scientifically; he had responded to a false 
impulse, not to a real impulse. 

Well, the Communists believed that the 
human being is just another form of animal 
life and that Pavlovian psychiatry which 
worked so beautifully with animals and 
with dogs, would work just as well with 
man. So the Communists went to work to 
apply the technique of Pavlovian psychiatry 
to human beings. This is the second im¬ 
portant facet to the regime of Communist 
propaganda techniques. 

How does this work? Well, it works on 
the basis that human beings can be condi¬ 
tioned to respond to certain word symbols 
—that there are certain word symbols to 
which we respond favorably and immedi¬ 
ately without even thinking about it. There 
are other word symbols to which we are 
conditioned to respond unfavorably. Let’s 
take one example that Dr. Benson mentioned 
this morning. He spoke of a Communist 
Party school that operated very successfully 
in New York City for a long period of time 
— a Communist Party school which was 
engaged not only in the indoctrination of 
Marxism, Leninism, and Stalinism, but 
which was also involved in the preparation 
of material for the brainwashing of the 
GI’s in Red China’s POW camps. 

Word Symbols Employed 

Well, the Communists went out all over 
New York City raising money and soliciting 
support for their schools and they got a 
great deal of support from non-Communists. 
How did they do this? Did they knock on 
a man’s door and ask whether he would con¬ 
tribute to the Communist Party school? Of 
course they didn’t. They would have been 
thrown out. So what did they do? They 
went up to people in New York City and 
said, “Sirs and Madam, would you contrib¬ 
ute to the Thomas Jefferson School?” The 
people said, “Sure, I believe in Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson, here’s my ten dollars or a hundred 
dollars,” or whatever it might be. Their 
thinking processes had been short-circuited 
just long enough and the Communists were 
able to successfully operate that school for 
many years. This is an actual example of 
the Soviet technique of waging cybernetic 
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warfare in the United States and waging it 
successfully. 

Let’s take another example. When I was 
a member of the Young Communists 
League, one of the organizations with whom 
I worked was called the National Council 
for American-Soviet Friendship. Isn’t that 
a wonderful name? If you will examine the 
names of the Communist fronts you will 
discover that the Communists have been 
using this same technique over and over 
insofar as the naming of these organizations 
is concerned. What did they call the Com¬ 
munist Party school in Chicago? They 
called it the Abraham Lincoln School be¬ 
cause they knew that people were condi¬ 
tioned to respond favorably to the name of 
Abraham Lincoln. So it was with the 
American Youth for Democracy organiza¬ 
tion and hundreds of innocent young people 
joined it because the word symbols — 
“American,” “youth,” “democracy” are ap¬ 
pealing. These are word symbols to which 
we as Americans are conditioned to respond 
favorably. That’s why the Communists 
abandoned the title, “The Young Commu¬ 
nists League.” They weren’t getting enough 
suckers into it. 

One of the purposes of all of the Com¬ 
munist fronts was that of raising money 
for the Communist Party. It has been 
accurately estimated by the United States 
Government that the Communist Party 
through the operation of Communist fronts 
has been able to obtain as much as fifty 
million dollars in a single year in this 
country — money obtained from non-Com- 
munists and even anti-Communists through 
the Communist Party front apparatus. The 
National Council for American - Soviet 
Friendship was just one of the many organi¬ 
zations used by the Communists for the 
purpose of extracting money from non- 
Communists. 

How could this be done? Well, we young 
people in the Cambridge Youth Council 
went out and worked in Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts, and Boston and other places. We 
stood in front of the restaurants or set up 
booths in front of the theaters or stood on 
the street corners soliciting the money. The 
result was that many decent, loyal, sincere 
















and patriotic Americans contributed to the 
National Council for American - Soviet 
Friendship. I’m sure that these good 
Americans would have been very interested 
to know that after we had collected their 
dimes and nickles and dollars, we did not 
return to the headquarters of the National 
Council for American-Soviet Friendship in 
Boston. Instead we returned to Communist 
Party headquarters with the money. When 
we went out to solicit money, we were armed 
and prepared with a letterhead authorizing 
us to solicit the funds. This was the letter¬ 
head of the Massachusetts Chapter of the 
National Council for American - Soviet 
Friendship. At the top of the letter, as the 
chairman of the Massachusetts chapter, 
there was listed the name of Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam. 

Victimizing Americans 

This was cybernetic warfare. The associ¬ 
ation of the nam e of a minister or the 
bishop of a church with our appeal auto¬ 
matically brought about a feeling of trust, 
confidence, integrity, honesty and sincerity 
to the minds of those from whom we were 
soliciting funds. These people associated 
the name of a clergyman with something 
that was good. The name of a clergyman 
is also something that is associated with 
the idea of giving, of contributing. It is 
a common habit of good Americans to con¬ 
tribute and give to those organizations 
which are headed by clergymen from our 
churches. And I say to you that the Com¬ 
munist Party through the use of the name 
of Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam was able to 
victimize hundreds of innocent Americans 
in the New England area. Yes, this was 
cybernetic warfare in action. The letter¬ 
head also listed the name of the treasurer 
of the organization — Dirk J. Struik — a 
man who has been identified not only by 
myself, but by many others as a secret 
member of the Communist criminal con¬ 
spiracy. 

It happens, of course, that the science of 
cybernetics does have a legitimate and very 
useful purpose. It plays a big part today, 
for example, in the development of co-axial 
cables used in television. It has to do 
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scientifically with the improvement of the 
flow of communications. It has to do with 
automation, so that information may be 
passed through a machine in such a way as 
to cause that machine to perform certain 
functions automatically. It has to do with 
the science of guided missiles — communi¬ 
cation between the ground and a machine 
and communication within the machine 
itself. It has to do with electronic comput¬ 
ing where the task is to pour hundreds of 
thousands of facets and digits of informa¬ 
tion through a machine at a tremendous 
rate of speed. These are legitimate, scien¬ 
tific uses of the science of cybernetics. 

But to the Communists a human being is 
also a machine and hence to the Commu¬ 
nists, the science of cybernetics can be used 
just as successfully and just as usefully with 
any one of us as it can with any one of these 
electronic computers. In the viewpoint of 
the Communist, the human nerve system 
simply corresponds to a system of cables 
and wires and circuits in the machine. The 
human brain is simply a storage mechanism. 
Therefore, if the human nerve system can 
be controlled and if the information which 
it receives can be controlled, the individual 
can also be controlled. If the individual can 
be controlled, he will become a robot. Now 
I say to you that the science of cybernetics 
when studied as it is applied to electronic 
computors or to missiles is a most interest¬ 
ing and a fascinating subject, but when it 
is applied to human beings by totalitarian 
atheists, it becomes terrifying. 

Let’s take a look at the Iron Curtain. 
What is going on behind the Iron Curtain 
today? Why does it exist? It exists for 
several important reasons. One of them, 
of course, is to prevent the enslaved peoples 
from escaping from behind that Iron Cur¬ 
tain. That’s why they have the barbed wire 
and machine guns, police guards and the 
unplowed strips of land. But another im¬ 
portant function and a most important 
function of that Iron Curtain is to prevent 
the flow of communications, the flow of 
information, from getting from the free 
world to the enslaved people and likewise 
preventing the passage of information from 
the enslaved nations out to us. Why is that 
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important? Well, because the science of 
cybernetics has to do with the manipula¬ 
tion and control of information. So the 
job of the Communists is to control every 
bit of information by maintaining that 
Iron Curtain and by maintaining complete 
control over the press, over the radio, over 
books, over movies, over every single medi¬ 
um of information. 

The enslaved peoples are to all intents 
and purposes put under a bell jar exactly 
as would be done in a laboratory. Poured 
into that bell jar are those word symbols 
and impulses which will cause those human 
machines to respond and react in certain 
desirable ways. Withheld from those peo¬ 
ple is any information which would cause 
them to respond in any way not desirable. 
To the Communist this is a perfectly won¬ 
derful system of controlling individuals. 
Many people often ask how the Communists 
are able to maintain that iron control over 
the enslaved peoples when only three per 
cent of the people in the Soviet Union are 
members of the Communist Party. How 
can such a small number maintain control 
over so many? 

Well, with this technique you only need 
a very few in the central headquarters pull¬ 
ing the plugs, pushing the buttons, convey¬ 
ing the impulses to the human nerve sys¬ 
tems — that’s all you need. There are 
today, incidentally, twice as many Russians 
in slave labor camps as there are members 
of the Communist Party in the Soviet 
Union. “Well,” you might say, “those 
Russian Communists might be able to do 
this in Russia but nobody in the United 
States would possibly think of applying the 
science of cybernetics to human beings here. 
That would be unthinkable, inhuman, bes¬ 
tial!” I agree. But what about its applica¬ 
tion here? 

Text On Cybernetics 

I hold in my hand a textbook on cyber¬ 
netics written by Dr. Norbert Wiener, a 
professor of mathematics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He is one of the 
colleagues of Dirk Struik. Here is his 
textbook on cybernetics. It contains a 
wonderful treatise on electronic computors, 
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etc. In the front page outline it also says 
that this is a study of vital importance to 
electrical engineers, radio engineers, math - 
maticians and physicists. But lets con 
tinue! “This is a study of vital importance 
to psychologists, physiologists, sociologists, 
philosophists, anthropologists, and Psychia¬ 
trists." A large section of the book has to 
do with the application of 
the human being. There is a chaptor for 
example, on information, language, and 
ZcMy. Dr. Benson this morning »P°W 
how Communist propaganda had success 
fully infiltrated newspapers, radio, tele¬ 
vision, the movies, even the church Well, 
this has not been overlooked by Dr. Nor 
bert Wiener because on page 187 he states 
that one of the lessons of this book is tha 
any organism is held together in faction 
by the possession of the means * 
acquisition, use, retention, and *® tra ^ 
mission of information. In a /ociety too 
large for direct contact with its members 
th^e means are the press, the ra^o, the 
newspapers, the telephone system, the tele 
graph, the postal service, theaters, movies, 
the schools, and the church. 

What is Dr. Norbert Wiener s conception 
of men and of individuals? He makesit 
very clear. I’ll just quote one or two sen¬ 
tences from page 187 which will give you 
STdea - w P e don’t have: possibly^ enough 
time this morning to go through this text 
-but he says that where the leaves as¬ 
semble there will always be fools and 
where ’the fools are present \u fu f ficient 
number they offer a more .object 

of exploration by the knave. This is true, 
he says, because a fool operates in a man- 
ner which by and large is as P^icteble as 
the struggle of a rat m a maze. This policy 
of lies or rather of statements irrelevant to 
the truth will make the fool buy a particular 
brand of cigarettes. That policy will, or so 
the party hopes, induce him to vote for a 
particular candidate or to join m a 
witch-hunt. A ce.rtamb le ndo wWmg, 
bribery, and intimidation will induce a 
young^scientist to work on guided missiles 

or the atomic bomb. w - „ these 

Luckily for us, says Norbert Wiener, these 

merchants of lies, these exploitors of gulli- 
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bility, have not yet arrived at such a peak 
of perfection as to have all things their own 
way. 

Well, it seems incredible that anybody 
in the United States could think of this 
same science being applied to humans, and 
yet there it is. Truth is something stranger 
and more horrible than fiction. This is 
why over the past many years the Com¬ 
munists have devoted such a tremendous 
amount of their time and their effort and 
their energy to a plan and to an enormous 
campaign to infiltrate the field of com¬ 
munications in the United States. I don’t 
have to dwell upon the fact that they have 
done this. It is now a part of recorded 
history. 

We know that the Communists have 
spent a great deal of time endeavoring to 
infiltrate the television industry. Those 
of you who perhaps have seen the book, 
Red Channels, have seen a long list of 
Communists and pro-Communists who have 
moved into the television area. In moving 
pictures, we are well aware of the fact that 
Hollywood was simply loaded with individ¬ 
uals who were secret Communists. They 
were not in Hollywood just for their health. 
Those of us in the newspaper profession 
are well aware of the many attempts that 
have been made by the Communists to in¬ 
filtrate our industry. We know that the 
newspaper guild in New York City for sev¬ 
eral years was controlled and dominated by 
the Communists and it took a terrific 
amount of work on the part of the legitimate 
pro-American newspaper men in New York 
City before the Communists were kicked 
out of their positions of control in the news¬ 
paper guild. 

Influencing Our Policies 

Dr. Benson mentioned this morning cer¬ 
tain characters in Washington, D. C., such 
as Harry Dexter White, Alger Hiss, and 
those thirty or more Communists who were 
in the Institute of Pacific Relations. Why 
were they there? They were in these posi¬ 
tions in order to destroy or to sabotage the 
lines of communication and of information 
in the United States. Dr. Benson mentioned 
this morning some of the disastrous blun- 
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ders and errors which have been made by 
the United States government over the past 
few years. As we all know, many of those 
blunders took place during the regime of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. There are 
many who tend to be extremely critical and 
bitter concerning the late President Roose¬ 
velt. I am not one of those. What was 
happening in Washington, D. C., while 
President Roosevelt was there? There were 
in the White House and throughout Wash¬ 
ington men in key positions, government 
advisors, technicians, experts on the Far 
Eastern affairs occupying positions where 
the papers and information concerning our 
policies were coming across the desks. At 
these key points of communication, secret 
Communists were then preparing the docu¬ 
ments and the information and were decid¬ 
ing which information would get to the 
President of the United States and what 
information would go into the waste basket. 

The whole record of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations and all of the other sub¬ 
versives in Washington, D. C., shows quite 
clearly that the President was getting 
planted, distorted, false information. I 
don’t care how hard he tried to do the right 
thing. It was impossible for him in many 
of these areas to make the right decision. 
If you take one of the electronic computors 
and if you pour into that machine the wrong 
information, you will get the wrong an¬ 
swers. It was impossible for the President 
of the United States to come up with the 
right answers when a great deal of the in¬ 
formation being passed to him was false, 
distorted, and planted. This was cybernetic 
warfare in action in the United States. The 
consequences to this country were disas¬ 
trous. Cybernetic warfare has contributed 
to major gains by the Communist criminal 
conspiracy the world over. 

Another technique of cybernetic warfare 
is that of confusion. Since word symbols 
and word phrases have certain meanings 
to the people of the United States, one of 
the jobs is to confuse the people of the 
United States. This is done by a technique 
called logocide — the destruction of the 
meaning of words. If you destroy the 
meaning of the impulses going to our brains, 
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you have successfully confused our human 
brain. You have stripped the gears, so to 
speak, and so the Communists have taken a 
large number of terms and word symbols 
which they use constantly and continuously. 
They have applied their own meanings to 
these words. In this way, they strive to 
create planned, deliberate confusion. Termi¬ 
nology logocide, is discussed, incidentally, 
very beautifully by Robert F. Byfield in his 
book, The Fifth Weapon. Byfield was a 
very prominent and very successful busi¬ 
nessman on Wall Street, who became the 
Wall Street observer and delegate to the 
United Nations. When he got over to the 
United Nations he began to detect some 
of the techniques used by the Communists 
to confuse and to control individuals. He 
gives us in this book a wonderful descrip¬ 
tion of these techniques. 

For example, what is the Communist defi¬ 
nition of the word “traitor”? To them, a 
traitor is a particularly active individual 
among the anti-Communists who is a slan¬ 
derer and a slanderer is anyone who tells the 
truth about the Soviet Union. What about 
the word “reactionary”? A reactionary out¬ 
side of the Iron Curtain is anyone who isn’t 
a Communist. What is a democracy? Com¬ 
munists use the term democracy constantly. 
A democracy is a Communist state, the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. What’s a 
people’s democracy? A people’s democracy 
is a totalitarian government taking orders 
from Moscow. Who’s a Fascist? A Fascist 
is anyone who believes in Capitalism. Who’s 
a progressive? A progressive is a Com¬ 
munist sympathizer, a fellow traveler. What 
about liberation? Liberation is the con¬ 
quest of a free country by Communist in¬ 
filtration or force. 

Peaceful Co-Existence A Myth 

How about the word “peaceful co-exist¬ 
ence”? How many people in the United 
States today, how many clergymen, are 
saying that they believe in peaceful co¬ 
existence? What wonderful word symbols 
we have here! What do the Co mmuni sts 
mean when they use the term “peaceful 
co-existence”? Well, William Z. Foster in 
an article appearing August, 1954, in the 
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Communist publication, Political Affairs, 
which is the monthly theoretical journal of 
the Communist Party, U.S.A., says that this 
is the Communist definition of peaceful co¬ 
existence and I quote: “The Marxist-Lenin- 
ist conception of the peaceful co-existence of 
Capitalist and Socialist countries is in full 
harmony with the fundamental Communist 
position that historically Socialism must re¬ 
place Capitalism.” That’s what the Com¬ 
munists mean by peaceful co-existence. By¬ 
field described it as follows: He said, 
“Peaceful co-existence is the relationship 
between the dentist’s drill and the decaying 
tooth” — and that’s about it. 

We could go on with many examples 
but our time is rapidly running out. Let 
me give you just one other example of 
cybernetic warfare being used at the pres¬ 
ent time. Right now in the public schools 
in Stamford, Connecticut, there is a text¬ 
book being used which is called, The New 
Geography. It is a most interesting book 
which was published three or four years 
after the conclusion of World War II. What 
are these youngsters in the Stamford public 
schools learning about Communism and 
about the Soviet enslaved nations? Well, 
the Soviet occupation of countries in eastern 
Europe is described as “liberation.” Non- 
Communist governments, the book claims, 
do not represent the people. 

Oppression and poverty, say the book, 
preceeded Communism and have been re¬ 
placed with progress. The three republics 
of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania “joined,” 
and in other references, “returned” to the 
Soviet Union in 1940. It doesn’t say that 
these nations were captured by the Soviet 
Union and occupied by the Red Army. But, 
even though these three republics “joined” 
the Soviet Union in 1940, says the book, this 
action has not been recognized by the 
American government. Thus, our “re¬ 
actionary” government is not recognizing 
the “legitimate people’s democracy.” Al¬ 
bania in 1946 became “free” again and was 
declared a republic by her government. It 
doesn’t explain that this is a Communist 
controlled dictatorship. 

Of Rumania, the book says her leaders 
are “enlightened, strong, and capable.” This 
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is a pretty odd definition of Communist 
dictators who have slaughtered more of the 
Rumanian people than any other invader 
in the history of that country. This is a 
textbook which is being used in Stamford 
public schools today. A protest against 
this book was made over a year ago but 
nothing has been done about it. Very 
shortly, incidentally, a new book is going 
to be published by E. Merrill Root who 
wrote the book, Collectivism on the Campus, 
having to do with Communist infiltration in 
colleges. I understand that Mr. Root is now 
working on a book which will describe in 
shocking detail the infiltration of Commu¬ 
nist propaganda in our school systems which 
is part of the technique of cybernetic war¬ 
fare. 

Last fall Dr. J. D. Bales of Harding Col¬ 
lege went overseas and attended a meeting 
of the Russian anti-Communist under¬ 
ground in Europe. While there one of the 
folks with whom he conferred was Nikolai 
Khokhlov, one of the members of the Rus¬ 
sian anti-Communist underground. Nick 
Khokhlov was poisoned by the NKVD at 
this meeting and nearly died. He was 
rushed to a German hospital first and then 
to a United States Army hospital a few 
days later and they just barely managed to 
save his life. Khokhlov’s poisoning and 
his contention that it had been done by the 
NKVD was repeated by the American Press. 
A few days later newspapers across the 
United States carried a dispatch quoting an 
American Army doctor as saying that no 
traces of poison could be found and indica¬ 
ting that this story was simply a hoax and 
that it was false — an attempt to discredit 
Khokhlov. 

Distorting Our Information 

One of the newspapers I picked up in New 
York had a headline entitled, “Maybe It’s 
the Flu.” At that very moment Nick 
Khokhlov was near death in Germany. Now 
I have seen and I have in my brief case up¬ 
stairs, the statement by the United States 
Army doctor in the U. S. Army hospital, 
the complete statement. And that state¬ 
ment describes the condition of Khokhlov 
when he came into the Army hospital. It 
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describes the condition of the blood which 
had already almost turned to water. It fur¬ 
ther states that all the hair on Nick Khokh¬ 
lov’s body fell out, every bit of it — com¬ 
pletely bald and he had had a nice head of 
blond hair previously. The statement said 
that all these things indicated that the 
poison was probably arsenic, a deadly 
poison. 

This statement did say, however, that 
since Mr. Khokhlov had gone first to the 
German hospital for several days immedi¬ 
ately after the poisoning and had not re¬ 
ported to the United States hospital for 
some time, they were unable at the United 
States hospital to find any poison in the 
bodily extractions. It was too late to do 
so. This is what the statement really said, 
and yet all across the United States propa¬ 
ganda planted by a malicious Communist in 
Germany had been accepted in the United 
States as true information. We could go 
on with an enormous number of examples 
of this type. 

I would suggest that one of the things 
you might do to obtain further information 
on how Communist propaganda is being 
conducted in the United States at this very 
moment is to get a copy of the book, The 
Pentagon Case. It has just been published. 
It is written by Col. Victor J. Fox. That 
name is an alias and is not the man’s real 
name but I happen to know who he is and 
I can tell you that he is completely reliable. 
It is printed and published by the Colonial 
Press in Clinton, Massachusetts. The book 
costs $3.95. This is the story of Commu¬ 
nist cybernetic warfare as it is today. After 
you read this story, I would suggest that 
you go right out to your own newsstands 
in your own community where the tabloid 
magazines mentioned in the book are for 
sale. Pick up some of the magazines hav¬ 
ing to do with war, the magazines having 
to do with the GI’s in combat, etc., and 
notice the stories contained in those maga¬ 
zines today. If you happen to go to the 
movies in the near future, take a look at 
some of the pictures now coming out of 
Hollywood having to do with the United 
States Armed Services, and I can tell you 
that you’re going to be shocked when you 
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see the kind of message that is being de¬ 
livered to the people of the United States 
through current pictures coming out of 
Hollywood which are being made, inciden¬ 
tally, with the full knowledge and the 
cooperation of certain individuals in Wash¬ 
ington D. C. It is a shocking story. I urge 
you to get. The Pentagon Case and read it. 

Where does this leave us? Well, it leaves 
us facing the biggest job we’ve ever had in 
our whole lives and a most important job. 
We have the toughest job and the most im¬ 
portant job that has ever faced us in the 
history of the United States. Dr. Benson 
this morning indicated that we have come 
to a crossroad and that from now on what 
we do and how we conduct ourselves is 
going to determine whether or not the 
Communists are ultimately going to win. 
Right now they are winning. Right now 
we are losing; there’s no question about it 
at all. I’ve met a few of the individuals 
who were privileged to learn the secrets of 
the Gaither report in Washington, D. C. It 
was reported that two of those who attend¬ 
ed the secret sessions had a heart attack 
before they got out of the room. The situa¬ 
tion is desperately bad and it’s bad because 
we’ve been losing the battle against Com¬ 
munism for years. The existence of Sput¬ 
nik is nothing new. This is not in itself 
something to be terrified about at this 
moment. It is, however, an indication of 
the fact that the Communists are winning 
this battle of cybernetic warfare against 
us and have been doing so for a long, long 
time. 

Dr. Benson and the Harding College 
group have pointed out the way and the 
means to overcome the enemy and to defeat 
the enemy. For example, the Harding Acad¬ 
emy has published an outline which dis¬ 
cusses their high school course in American 
History. It reads as follows: “The great 
challenge to American youth of this genera¬ 
tion is the need of acquiring an understand¬ 
ing of American history so that they may 
appreciate and remain faithful to American 
ideals of freedom, industry, honesty, 
respect for law and order, so that they may 
render service as informed citizens. If 
the coming generation is not faithful to the 
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basic ideas of our nation, the freedom they 
provide will be destroyed.” It doesn’t say 
freedom might be destroyed, but that it will 
be destroyed and this is a truth. 

The Vital Job 

This is not just a job and a challenge to 
American youth; it’s a challenge to you and 
a challenge to me. We’ve got to get busy 
and we’ve got to make sure that our lines 
of communication are kept open and free; 
that the information going through our in¬ 
formational services at the present time, our 
radios, our movies, our industries, is ac¬ 
curate and truthful information because 
that’s the thing the Communists fear more 
than anything else — the truth. The Iron 
Curtain exists because they don’t dare per¬ 
mit the truth to get in to the enslaved 
people. The Communists would suffer im¬ 
mediate and disastrous defeat. 

This job that we have to do in our own 
country will require the best efforts of each 
of us. I know and I am sure that you 
gentlemen and ladies wouldn’t be here if 
you were not already, at least, in a large 
sense convinced of that fact. That’s why 
we’re here. But the big job now is not to 
leave this forum and return to our busy 
lives and devote ourselves entirely to our 
own interests. Our job now is to go back 
and actively take part in this battle because 
everyone is needed. Each and every one of 
us need to be missionaries to carry this 
message to our people. I hope and trust 
that we do. Thank you very, very much. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

CHAIRMAN: Now we want to have 
questions. Herb will take any questions 
from the floor that you may have. 

QUESTION: Why was Mr. Hiss given 
high honors recently at one of our colleges? 
Was this done on purpose or by accident? 

ANSWER: I think this was done due to 
a combination of both things which you 
mention. I think that Hiss was approved 
at the college partly through the efforts of 
secret Communists, perhaps some of whom 
were planted on the campus itself. There 
is also the factor of ideological confusion 




which you will find all over the United 
States today. 

It seems a strange thing but some of the 
colleges feel that there must be a double 
standard in dealing with Communists or 
pro - Communists. When it comes to 
a Communist, he is provided with a strange 
privilege of distributing or disseminating 
his lies and misinformation. 

By the same token, however, I can assure 
you of this: I’ve lectured in every one of 
the forty-eight states across the United 
States in the past six years; and I’ve spoken 
at many colleges and universities. But there 
are certain colleges and certain universities 
where I, as a controversial figure, am not 
permitted to speak. I will never be asked 
to speak at Princeton University — never. 
Neither will any other anti-Communist be 
permitted to speak on that campus. One 
of the anti-Communist professors there en¬ 
deavored to do so recently and he’s in very 
serious trouble, if not kicked out. 

This is a pattern you’ll find in many, 
many colleges. Out at UCLA in California, 
the student group booked me through the 
lecture bureau in New York City to speak, 
but they were prevented from having me on 
campus. I wasn’t permitted to set foot on 
that campus. 

You’ll find a very, very disturbing pattern 
across the country in this regard. That is 
one more reason for appreciating Harding 
College and its work; it is so completely in 
contrast with so many other educational 
institutions today. 

QUESTION: What about Dirk Struik 
and M. I. T., and what can be done about it? 

ANSWER: I think that we should bring 
pressure upon our educational leaders 
everywhere, on a national level and on a 
school level, to make sure that Communists 
are not permitted to teach in our colleges 
and universities. And I think only public 
pressure and public opinion is going to 
make any difference in the world. 

It looked for awhile that M. I. T. would 
get rid of Struik because some of the alumni 
said they would refuse to contribute further 
money to the institution unless they did 
get rid of him. Then, however, the college 
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brought all of its own propaganda facilities 
to bear and it was pointed out that Struik 
hadn’t been found guilty of any crime and 
that the college believed in intellectual free¬ 
dom and academic freedom and so forth and 
so on, and that there was, therefore, no 
valid reason for firing Struik. Furthermore 
the college used the official declaration of 
the American Association of University 
Professors in his defense. 

The American Association of University 
Professors two years ago in St. Louis, 
Missouri, passed a resolution that stated 
it would defend the right of any Communist 
to teach in colleges and universities of this 
country. I happened to be in St. Louis at 
the time the story broke and I called them 
find I said that I was very interested in their 
declaration to defend any Communist teach¬ 
ing in a college or university and I asked 
them if they could name one for me. 

They were unable to name anybody. The 
reason was obvious — there are very few 
Communists in schools and colleges today 
that are known. Struik happens to be one, 
there are others but very few of them have 
been identified. All of them are working 
underground; they don’t dare show their 
faces. In fact they’ve been able to do a 
great deal more damage to us and be of 
much more benefit to the Communist move¬ 
ment by staying underground, by remaining 
secret Communists. 

I think only public pressure and public 
opinion will bring about a change. _ 

Perhaps legal means might be tried but 
I don’t know about their effectiveness. 
People in the past have supported the 
teachers’ oath laws, for example, and cer¬ 
tainly there is a purpose behind the 
teachers’ oath law which is very valid and 
nothing wrong with it at all. The teachers 
oath law simply required the teacher to 
swear whether he was or had ever been a 
member of the Communist Party. But the 
oath didn’t accomplish anything because 
those who are Communists didn t hesitate to 
lie about the matter. In fact, lying is one of 
the principal weapons of a Communist. He 
wouldn’t hesitate for a moment to step up 
and sign the teachers’ oath law. Dirk Struik 
signed the teachers’ oath law in the State 








of Massachusetts; he was one of the first 
ones in line. The only ones who lost their 
jobs in Massachusetts were two non-Com- 
munists who sincerely opposed the law. The 
Communists weren’t stupid enough to lose 
their jobs. 

QUESTION: What about Bishop Oxnam 
and his Communist front associations? 

ANSWER: I know Bishop Oxnam quite 
well, and he knows me quite well, but I 
wouldn’t say he’s quite friendly with me. 
I’ve tried to find out from Bishop Oxnam 
directly the answer to your question. I went 
to him only a short time ago with the 
purpose of learning the answer to that 
question myself, and I came away without 

an answer. . 

The record shows that over a period or 
many years the Bishop has been affiliated 
with and associated with a long list of 
Co mmuni st-subversive organizations. Now 
I’ll grant you — in fact I am the first to 
defend people who have been victimized by 
the Communists. I said before, Communist 
fronts are largely composed of the victims 
of the Communists; these are the people 
who’ve been duped, who’ve been fooled, who 
have been confused. And I will go along 
with a person being confused once, or twice, 
or even three times; but after awhile it 
seems to me that nobody could possibly be 
that confused. And I say that of Bishop 
Oxnam. 

QUESTION: How can Communism be 
defeated? 

ANSWER: Well, I think the basic philo¬ 
sophy, the basic principles we need to defeat 
Communism, stated in the most simple of 
terms, is simply a belief in and a desire for 
freedom. It’s as simple as that. This is the 
desire of the Russian people today. Its the 
desire of the Hungarian people; and en¬ 
compassed in that word “freedom you will 
find, I think, all of the other things that we 
believe to be good and to be true: a dedica¬ 
tion to the truth; a dedication to the rights 
of individuals, our neighbors as well as 
ourselves; a dedication to principles that 
under freedom we have responsibilities as 
well as rights. 
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that there is a moral law at work in the 
world and there is a moral penalty. And I 
am sure that if we don’t live up to that 
moral code, we’re going to suffer the con¬ 
sequences sooner or later. 

COMMENT: It isn’t too easy to teach 
the truth about Communism in our schools 
because this can be misunderstood. 

ANSWER: Yes, that’s right, and I know 
what you mean when you say sometimes 
these things are misunderstood. 

But too often things taught about Com¬ 
munism in schools turn out to be pro- 
Communist. In the high school in Scarsdale, 
New York — a community just outside New 
York City — there was a big controversy 
there about a year ago when some of the 
parents found that in the Scarsdale High 
School there were over 100 books by Com¬ 
munists and pro-Communists being used in 
the school. They were using in the courses 
in English, books by Howard Fast, an 
identified member of the Communist Party. 
They were using so-called history books 
written by Communists and pro-Com¬ 
munists. 

Well, certainly you’re not going to learn 
the truth about Communism by reading 
Communist propaganda and Communist 
falsehoods. The only way to learn is by 
studying the truth. Now this truth is avail¬ 
able. It’s available, first of all, in J. Edgar 
Hoover’s book entitled Masters of Deceit 
— an excellent textbook in itself because 
it goes right back to the history and the 
origins of the Communist Party in this 
country. It traces the history of the Com¬ 
munist Party and tells how the Communist 
underground is working in the United 
States today. Hoover names names, dates, 
times, places, and points out specific 
examples to show how the Communists 
actually work. 

Another good reference source is the 
booklet, “The Stalin Slave Camps” by the 
International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions. Here is the truth about mass 
slavery in the Soviet Union. 

An excellent textbook entitled, Democ¬ 
racy Versus Communism and written by 
Professor Kenneth Colgrove was recently 
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published and the value of that particular 
book is that it specifically sets forth the 
Communist position. It quotes the Com¬ 
munists word for word so that you know 
exactly what the Communist position is. 
And then the position of a free democratic 
society is set forth. The contrast is so 
clear and unmistakable that no one can 
misunderstand it. 

Now here is one of the most important 
single problems this country has had to face 
and yet this is the only textbook as such 
that has been published on the subject. 
Other means, of course, have been desig¬ 
nated and you will hear during your stay 
here for the next few days all sorts of 
methods and techniques — flannelboard 
presentations and other materials that may 
be used to show what it means to be a free 
people in a free country and a free nation. 

And if that isn’t a good answer to Com¬ 
munism, then I don’t know of any. 

COMMENT: We don’t have anything to 
fear if our people can only get the truth 
about Communism. __ 

PHILBRICK: That’s right. In other words, 
the truth about Communism you never have 
to fear. All you have to fear is false in¬ 
formation about Communism and, of course, 
this is what the Communists hope to 
provide. 

The Anti-Defamation League of the B’nai 
B’rith has published a little booklet called 
“How You Can Teach About Communism.” 
This is being used in Jewish synagogues and 
temples all over the United States today. 
It does a magnificent job. It’s published by 
i the Anti-Defamation League of the B’nai 
B’rith, 212 Fifth Avenue, in New York City. 

I Send them a quarter for this little booklet 
on “How You Can Teach About Commu¬ 
nism.” V— 

Moreover, Dr. Benson and his associates 
here have spent many years in developing 
all sorts of techniques to show the value of 
our society and what it means to be a free 
man and you’ll learn more about these 
materials as the work progresses. 

Our friend down here who made that last 
comment — I gather from his accent that 
he may not have been bom in the United 













States. And do you know, I’ve discovered 
a fantastic truth. I have found /that those 
who are sometimes called foreigners most 
often have a much greater appreciation of 
fVio meaning of freedom and the value of 
freedom than people bom right here in the 
United States. Many of them have seen 
their freedom extinguished in their native 
lands; they’ve seen it go down; they’ve seen 
the darkness come over peoples, and they 
know the value of freedom. They’ve found 
out the hard way. 

QUESTION: Do you imply that it is a 
necessity for a world war to end this stress. 

ANSWER: No, in fact, I believe that the 
only way we shall avoid a world war is to 
work constantly to set a goal of freedom 
for the enslaved peoples of the world. If 
we let the enslaved peoples know that we 
are on their side, then they’re not going to 
wage war against us. If the people behind 
the Iron Curtain are convinced that we are 
on their side, they’re not going to follow a 
Soviet order to turn their guns upon us. 

This happened in Hungary. Again, the 
Russian soldiers assigned to Hungary came 
to know the Hungarian people. They knew 
that the Hungarian people were not their 
enemies. When the Hungarians first re¬ 
volted, the Red Army refused to turn their 
guns and tanks upon the people. In fact 
some of those Red Army soldiers gave their 
guns and tanks to the Hungarian people, 
turned them over to them. Then the Soviet 
Union was forced to withdraw those troops 
and to bring in from deep behind the Iron 
Curtain troops who had no knowledge of 
the Hungarian language and who could not 
communicate with them. They are the ones 
who did the actual slaughtering. 

Again, let me just read you a word. 
Nikoloi Khokhlov was one of my very good 
friends, and his testimony is enlightening 
in this whole area. He was asked what our 
policy should be. Congressman Jackson 
told him: “Mr. Khokhlov, it is almost im¬ 
possible for me to express my appreciation 
for your testimony. I’ve been on the Com¬ 
mittee for something over six years. We 
have had effective, coherent witnesses on 
many occasions, but I do not know of any 
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witness whose personal experiences and 
personal knowledge of the situation as it 
exists in the. Soviet Union has been as com¬ 
plete or as well presented as your testimony 
today.” 

Our American Senate has heard hundreds 
and hundreds of so-called experts in this 
country, and where does the most valuable 
testimony come from? A Russian, not an 
American. What was Khokhlov’s testimony? 

The chairman had asked Khokhlov how 
this country could be of assistance to the 
people of Russia in the situation confront¬ 
ing them. 

And Mr. Khokhlov said this; and this 
again points out that this is an ideological 
war, and we have the ideological weapons; 
it doesn’t have to be a shooting war: 

“I suppose first of all that the American 
people should come to understand that 
Communism is an immoral system, a system 
that deprives you of your decency, of your 
right to be an individual, and which will 
exploit you drastically in order to achieve 
its own ends. Besides, you must believe 
and come to understand that the Russian 
people don’t want Communism; that the 
Russian people are moral and very religious 
despite all the oppression of the Soviet 
system and that they are the first victims of 
Communism. 

“As soon as you understand this you will 
realize why the Russian people cannot sup¬ 
port the Soviet system but must combat it. 
And all they need from you in this fight is 
your confidence and your spiritual support. 
You are in a unique position.. You have at 
your disposal extremely powerful technical 
means of broadcasting and printing. You 
have other technical means. If you could 
bring your faith and trust in the Russian 
people directly to them, it would help tre¬ 
mendously. . _ 

“The early Christians did not follow 
Christ because he presented them with facts 
and figures that he would emerge victorious. 
They followed him because they believed it 
to be their duty. Today it would be difficult 
to present facts and figures that the Soviet 
regime can be overthrown by the Russian 
people themselves. But we know that it is 
our duty to try. 
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“Now,” he says, “you see, nobody will be 
able to destroy humanity if all the peoples 
of the world will help one another spirit¬ 
ually. What does this mean? We know 
that in the Soviet Union today all of these 
people are in slave labor camps. We know 
that less than three per cent of the Russian 
people are members of the Co mmuni st 
Party. It means that we as Americans 
should go over the heads of the Soviet 
regime. We should recognize the people of 
Russia. We should say to them, ‘We are on 
your side. We know that you are on our 
side. We are both concerned that someday 
you will have freedom. We have a common 
enemy and that common enemy is the 
Communist criminal conspiracy.’ 

“This is a message we should carry to 
every single member of that Red Army, to 
every Soviet soldier. Then what will hap¬ 
pen? Suppose the Soviet Union does decide 
to push the button, to send the planes 
armed with atomic bombs over here. Do 
you think that the Red Army man in that 
plane is going to bomb his allies and his 
friends? Upon whom is he going to turn 
his weapons? 

“Now this is the kind of ideological fight 
we have going on today. I say to you that 
the only hope we have for avoiding a 
catastrophic world war is a policy designed 
to secure the freedom of the peoples. This 
will avoid this terrible catastrophe.” 

I’ve taken much too long to answer that 
question but I wanted you to see from the 
words of this Russian himself, a man thirty- 
three years of age, brought up under Com¬ 
munism; what the feelings of these people 
are today. 

QUESTION: Is there any direct connec¬ 
tion between progressive education and the 
Communist Party? 

ANSWER: The Communists have been 
very interested in progressive education all 
along. Now that doesn’t mean that every¬ 
body interested in progressive education is 
a Communist. 

But I say this to you, that the Com¬ 
munists have seen in progressive education 
a wonderful opportunity for themselves, and 
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they’ve exploited it. They’ve found it use¬ 
ful, that’s right. 

QUESTION: What do you think of these 
people who have suggested that Dr. Oppen- 
heimer be brought back into the government 
service? 

ANSWER: Whenever you hear anybody 
suggest that, remind them that although 
Dr. Oppenheimer perhaps did as much if 
not more than any other man in scientific 
circles to prepare and to develop the first 
atomic weapons, this was done after Russia 
was attacked by Germany. During the time 
that Germany and Russia were allies, Op¬ 
penheimer did not lift one little finger to 
help us in the war effort; he opposed it. 

The moment the Communist Party line 
changed, however, Oppenheimer couldn’t 
get into the government service fast enough. 
He stopped paying dues to the Communist 
Party at that time; he had been paying $100 
a month to the Communist apparatus. When 
Hitler attacked Russia he stopped paying 
his money, joined the government service, 
and worked like a fiend up until 1945. In 
1945 the Communist Party line changed 
again. Oppenheimer quit his job. He 
wasn’t kicked out of it; he got out of it 
himself. 

He still had access to confidential docu¬ 
ments, but he stopped his work for the 
government and he began opposing every 
effort on the part of this government to 
develop weapons. He attended a meeting 
at M. I. T. with a number of key scientists 
in 1947, 1948 and 1949, and was successful 
in convincing the authorities not to go 
ahead with the development of intercontin¬ 
ental ballistic missiles. 

A finger can be pointed right straight at 
Oppenheimer as perhaps the most in¬ 
fluential man who prevented the develop¬ 
ment of those missiles. In 1949, upon the 
orders of President Truman, and after we 
discovered that the Soviet Union was 
developing more important and powerful 
weapons, President Truman asked for an 
increase in our war effort to step up the 
development of these new weapons. Dr. 
Teller went to Oppenheimer in 1949 and 
pleaded with him to come back and help 
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us out, and Oppenheimer refused to do so. 

Now anybody who says today that we 
should ask Oppenheimer to help us with the 
missile program is absolutely ignorant. He 
was asked to do it and he refused; so they 
just don’t know what’s happened. The rec¬ 
ord is there just as clear as crystal. It’s all 
there. You can get it all if you want to get 
it, from both investigating committees in 
Washington, D. C. 

And that’s the story. So why ask the 
man to do a job when he’s already refused 
and turned it down? That just doesn’t 
make sense. 

QUESTION: Are you willing to risk war 
in order to help these enslaved peoples? 

ANSWER: Yes, sir. I think this is a 
necessary part of it, and in fact if the Com¬ 
munists knew we were willing to risk war, 
then I think you’d find them back-pedaling 
mighty fast. If we had been prepared to step 
in and offer help to the Hungarian people, 
Hungary would today be a free nation 
because the Soviet Union does not dare 
risk a war today. When the Communists 
today say “We want peace,” that’s at least 
in a certain sense completely true. There’s 
no doubt about it. They don’t dare risk a 
war today. 

And there’s one important reason for 
that, and this I learned inside the Com¬ 
munist Party itself. The Communist will 
never take a risk. He will never take a 
single step unless he’s absolutely sure he’s 
going to win. He’s never going to take that 
step if he has any feeling that he might 
lose. And today the Communists have very 
serious doubts that they could win. They 
would not dare risk a war at this moment. 

Now that does not tell us what will 
happen ten years from now. The Gaither 
Report, for example deals with the prob¬ 
lems of our defense in the future. This 
report was so shocking that one of the 
persons who heard it had a heart attack 
before he left the meeting place. Every 
indication of the report is that if the Soviet 
power continues to expand as it is now, in 
ten years’ time the balance of power will 
have swung completely to their side. Con¬ 
tainment? There is no such thing. The 











human society cannot contain Communism 
any more than the human body can contain 
cancer. Either one will be destroyed or the 
other will die. This is the alternative we 
must face: Freedom for the enslaved 
peoples or slavery for ourselves, ultimately. 

QUESTION: Would you care to com¬ 
ment on the Summit Conference and break¬ 
ing off relations with Russia? 

ANSWER: Summit conferences are use¬ 
less because the Communists will never meet 
you on a level of integrity or of honesty or 
sincerity. They will meet you only on their 
own platform which says, “We will bury 
you.” There is no other basis upon which 
they will meet. They will meet us with the 
policy of winning concessions from us and 
taking another step forward; that’s all. 

A top conference can do absolutely no 
good for us at all. 

With regard to breaking off relations 
with the Soviet Union — we should have 
done this any number of times before. 
Again, this is a moral, an ideological war, 
and if we are going to win, if the enslaved 
peoples are going to win their freedom, 
they’ve got to know whose side we’re on. 
It seems to me that the policy of this 
government in regard to the Hungarian 
affair, should have been that we as a 
civilized nation refused to recognize a 
regime composed of gangsters and killers. 

The Russian government is not a legiti¬ 
mate government of the people in any sense 
of the word, and hence as a country which 
has moral standards and a moral code and 
an ethical code of operations, we should 
have at the time of the Hungarian revolt 
cut off and discontinued recognition of a 
gangster regime. And it seems to me that 
this we should have done a long time ago. 

And this in turn would have given the 
people behind the Iron Curtain a tremendous 
moral, spiritual lift. It would have been an 
indication that we were on their side. 
Incidentally, in cutting off diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union, we should 
at the same time offer to the Russian people 
complete total recognition and tell the 
Russian people that we are ready to 
recognize any freely elected government 
that they might choose. 
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QUESTION: How about getting United 
Nations out of the country? 

ANSWER: Well, last year my lecture 
bureau in New York contacted George 
Sokolsky, and the idea was that perhaps 
the two of us would have a debate on the 
United Nations. I had lunch with George 
Sokolsky, and we sort of kicked the thing 
around as to what the subject would be. 
And I said, “Well, how about a debate on 
should the United States get out of the 
United Nations?” Sokolsky went off like 
a skyrocket. He said, “It’s too blankety- 
blank late for that; we shouldn’t have got 
in there in the first place. No sense in 
debating that question.” 

Now, I think that our mistake in the 
United Nations was that we did not insist 
upon a moral code of operation. We com¬ 
promised our moral positions and moral 
principles, and you can’t do it. We will win 
only if we put our weapons to work; and 
we will lose if we do not use these weapons. 
And that is the big failure of the United 
Nations. United Nations can never win so 
long as it continues to compromise for 
expediency. 

QUESTION: What is our State Depart¬ 
ment doing to help the underground groups 
in Communist enslaved nations? 

ANSWER: Well, here our government 
sticks to striped pants diplomacy; we say 
we mustn’t interfere in the internal rela¬ 
tions in other countries; we can’t do that. 
And so one of the complaints of the Russian 
underground — I met with them last year 
for ten days in Europe — and one of their 
complaints was that they’re getting no help 
from the United States Government. 

A few people are helping. Individuals 
are contributing money and funds and other 
things to them. To the United States 
Government these underground people are 
a nuisance and they’re getting no help 
either above ground or underground from 
this government. 

QUESTION: You implied that the 
Gaither report says we have ten years, and 
that came out some time ago. Is it true 
that we only have ten years or less in 
which to gain the victory? 









ANSWER: Some of you fellows here may 
have availability to electronic machines, 
analyzing computers. And if you do, you 
can do the job the Gaither people did, very 
quickly. Just take all of the advances of 
the Co mm u ni st criminal conspiracy since 
it began in 1917, forty years ago. Put on 
your cards the date that they started out 
with 40,000 hard core commando troops 
under Lenin; establish the fact in your 
computing machine that today the Com¬ 
munists control 900 million people. Put in 
there the figures as to how the Communists 
have been taking over the territory of the 
world at the rate of a thousand square miles 
a day, day in and day out for the entire 40 
years, on the average — a thousand square 
miles a day. 

And then just ask the machine, if this 
keeps on at this trend continuously, how 
much longer do we have; and that electronic 
machine is going to make your hair 
stand right up on end. We don’t have too 
much time left, UNLESS something hap¬ 
pens. And believe you me, something’s got 
to happen. 

QUESTION: Did Sputnik arouse us suf¬ 
ficiently? 

ANSWER: A great deal of Communist 
propaganda is what I call tranquilizing 
drugs. And this tranquilizer has worked 
very well, that’s for sure. I agree with you 
that Sputnik has been the best thing that’s 
happened to us perhaps in this whole fight. 
This is the very best thing that’s happened. 

Now as to why the Communists didn’t 
do this secretly, or why they took this 
action, I think this is perhaps the 
greatest tactical mistake they’ve made in 
their history, a very important one, and 
perhaps a significant one. And it was made 
specifically because they’ve got a new man 
in the Kremlin by the name of Khrushchev. 
Now, there are some important differences 
between Khrushchev and Stalin. Stalin was 
well named, "the man of steel” and no 
doubt about that. He was icy cold. He had 
a razor s edge. He was meticulous; he was 
methodical; he was painstakingly accurate; 
he never took a single step until he had 
plotted every angle of that step. And when 
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he was absolutely sure what the results of 
that step would be, then he took that step. 
He was a man of steel and very dangerous, 
no question about it. 

Khrushchev is just as dangerous and he’s 
just as deadly, with one important dif¬ 
ference and this is that Khrushchev tends 
to be impetuous. He’s much more impul¬ 
sive. He does things without thinking them 
out too well. The denunciation of Stalin, 
for example, was one of them. This, again, 
was a bad mistake which he came to recog¬ 
nize. So although Khrushchev is just as 
deadly, and he, incidentally, is the head of 
the Kremlin today because the records show 
that he has killed, exterminated, liquidated, 
and assassinated more people than any 
other member of the Politburo. That’s why 
he’s the head of it; he’s the most deadly 
killer of them all. He is just as dangerous 
as Stalin, perhaps a little more so, because 
we are not able to determine quite as well 
as we used to what the next step would be. 
With Stalin you could almost tell. If you 
followed his course of action for awhile you 
could predict with amazing accuracy what 
his next step would be. With Khrushchev 
you can’t do it; you don’t know which way 
that character is going to jump. 

And this makes him very dangerous 
because one important person in Washing¬ 
ton said to me recently, “We’re in a kind of 
push-button war, and the trouble with a 
push-button war is that even an ape can 
push a button.” It doesn’t take anybody 
with much intelligence to do that. And 
Khrushchev could do so. This man is much 
closer to being an animal than he is a 
human. And Sputnik, I think, is part of his 
own pompous braggadocio; he wanted to 
show off what a mighty nation the Soviet 
Union was. Well, he sure did. And that 
was a pretty good mistake for us. 

CHAIRMAN: There are others who have 
questions but we’ve had Herb here so long 
now I hesitate to keep him any longer. He’ll 
be here until about eight tonight; he’ll be 
having dinner with us. You will have an 
opportunity to ask him other questions 
privately if you so wish. So let’s let him go 
for now. 
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THE STRANGE SILENCE OF SECRETARY GATES 


Traditionally, any American who 
holds high office of public trust will 
immediately defend himself against 
any challenge to his personal integrity 
, . . particularly when that challenge 
carries the clear implication that he 
has more than once given aid and 
comfort to the enemy. 

It is utterly incredible that any 
high U. S. government official . . . 
publicly charged with malfeasance in 
office through a two-column news item 
carrying his picture in the nation's 
largest newspaper — would not per¬ 
sonally demand the right to remove 
even the suspicion of a cloud on his 
reputation. 

. Twice in the short space of three 
weeks America's Secretary of Defense, 
Thomas S. Gates, has avoided replying 
personally to grave questions as to his 
personal integrity and his loyalty to 
his country. 

On February 19 Chairman Francis 
E. Walter of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee publicly called Mr. 
Gates guilty of a "groveling apology" 
to the National Council of Churches — 
an organization having over 100 per¬ 
sons in leadership capacity with either 
Communist-fropt records or records of 
service to Communist causes. (The 
House Un-American Activities Commit¬ 
tee report of February 25, 1960 states 
that "the aggregat e affiliations of the

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leadership of the National Council of 
Churches, instead of being in the hun¬ 
dreds as the Chairman first indicated, 
is now, according to our latest count, 
into the thousands, and we have yet 
to complete our check.") 

What other high U. S. Public of¬ 
ficial — charged with a "groveling 
apology" to an organization whose 
leadership has literally thousands of 
Communist-front affiliations — would 
let such a scathing public challenge to 
his integrity go unanswered? Yet Sec¬ 
retary Gates took it lying down. 

Less than three weeks later, the 
New York Daily News published the 
news items which are reproduced on 
Page 11 of this report. The headline of 
the earlier story charges Secretary 
Gates with trying to discredit a report 
on Communist infiltration in the Pent¬ 
agon. The headline in the later story 
charges him with using un-American, 
police-state methods to discredit a gov¬ 
ernment witness against the Commu¬ 
nist criminal conspiracy. 

These are extremely grove 
charges, openly implying the possib¬ 
ility that a trusted government official 
has acted treasonably. And again Sec¬ 
retary Gates took it lying down. 

Something is drastically wrong 
when a public official will not reply 
personally to a published challenge to 
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his integrity. Any honest man would 
be filled with righteous wrath at even 
the suggestion that he had, on two 
different occasions, wittingly or unwit¬ 
tingly taken an action that has aided 
and abetted the Communist conspiracy 
— and that is exactly what Mr. Gates 
was charged with, in the letter repro¬ 
duced on the bottom of this page. 

What is wrong with Secretary 
Gates? Any man of integrity would 
instantly defend his own honor per¬ 
sonally, saying, "whoever said that is 
a dirty liar, and I'll tell him so to his 
face!" 


But Secretary Gates did not an¬ 
swer. Instead, an unidentified "spokes¬ 
man" issued this non-committal state¬ 
ment: "Anybody who knows Secretary 
Gates knows he wouldn't try to rail¬ 
road anybody any place. His record 
as a public servant is above reproach." 

"CLEAN AS A HOUND'S TOOTH?" 

Like Caesar's wife, the public 
record of the U. S. Secretary of Defense 
should definitely be above reproach. 
General Eisenhower personally set 
high standards of public conduct for 
administration officials in his historic 


statement that key men around him 
must be "clean as a hound's tooth." 

Why, then, does Secretary Gates 
let these shocking challenges to his 
integrity go unanswered, evading a 
direct answer to specific charges that 
he took certain actions, on specified 
dates, which are a matter of official 
record? How long does he think he can 
get away with an attitude of dignified 
silence when photostatic records are 
available as proof? The longer this, 
matter goes on unanswered, the fouler 
the stench will become, until no one 
can ignore it. 

The time is long past for any cov¬ 
er-ups by faceless "spokesmen." True 
answers to a few direct questions will 
place this case in its proper perspec¬ 
tive, and clear the air of a nauseous 
odor which is rapidly becoming un¬ 
bearable. 

Before asking those questions, let 
us first review the developments which 
led up to the present situation, in their 
chronological order. 

On March 7th my letter to Sen. 
James O. Eastland, Chairman of the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee 
was received by his office. That letter 
reads as follows: 


"My dear Senator Eastland: On February 17, Secretary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates repudiated, publicly apologized for, and ordered the withdrawal of an 
Air Force training manual which told the truth about Communist infiltration of 
our churches. As your Committee well knows, this is not the first time that 
Secretary Gates has taken an action that — wittingly or unwittingly — has 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

"You will recall that in June 1955 I testified in executive session for sev¬ 
eral hours before your Committee regarding Communist infiltration in the Penta¬ 
gon. I did so only because Mr. Gates, who at that time was the Navy's Under¬ 
secretary, had personally ordered an Assistant Secretary of the Navy to dis¬ 
charge me without cause as the latter's Special Assistant, a G5-16 supergrade 
appointment. As you know, I refused to resign and requested an opportunity 
to hear the charges against me, directly from my accusers. 

"As I later testified, my request was disregarded; and after an official 
report on Communist infiltration in the Pentagon, prepared by me in line of 
duty, was handed back to me by the Navy's Inspector General, 1 submitted a 
copy of that report to your Committee. 















"As instructed by your Committee's Counsel, I informed my Pentagon super¬ 
visors that I had testified before your Committee. Subsequently, as you know. 
Pentagon officials reporting directly to Mr. Gates attempted to railroad me into 
the mental ward of Bethesda Naval Hospital, in an obvious attempt tp discredit 
my official report and my testimony before your Committee. 

"In view of the recent action taken by Secretary Gates, I respectfully re¬ 
quest that you make public my testimony before your Committee and my of¬ 
ficial report concerning the involvement of Pentagon officials with the Soviet 
Espionage Agent named in my report. Very sincerely yours, Robert A. Winston, 
Captain, USNR (Ret.)" 


On the same day, I released the 
text of this letter, together with a one- 
page press release giving the facts of 
the situation, including my background 
and identity, to all of the major news 
media, through a press wire service. 
After several hours had elapsed — 
more than enough for a story like this 
to be processed — I checked through 
a friendly news editor to see if the 
story had been received by his paper's 
city desk. Apparantly it had been "lost" 
somewhere along the line. In order to 
make sure that all news media re¬ 
ceived it, I then sent copies to all of 
the major metropolitan New York 
newspapers and to the Associated 
Press, the United Press, NBC, CBS, 
Time Magazine, Newsweek, National 
Review, American Opinion, U. S. News 
& World Report, and other publica¬ 
tions. 


So far as I have been able to 
ascertain, the only publication which 
carried a single line on this story was 
the New York Daily News, whose 
March 8 coverage is reproduced on 
Page 11. (On March 16, Newsweek ac¬ 
knowledged receipt, of the material, 
saying that it would be "filed for fu¬ 
ture reference.") My letter to Senator 
Eastland has been neither answered 
nor acknowledged. (This is under¬ 
standable, since a U. S. Senator is 
involved, and the Senate is notoriously 
reluctant to censure any members of 
"the most exclusive club in America" 
— unless they happen to be anti-Com- 
munist). 

On March 10 I wrote to Chair¬ 
man Francis E. Walter of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, 
as follows: 


"Enclosed is a copy of a letter I sent to Senator James O. Eastland, Chair¬ 
man of the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, formally requesting that he 
make public my 1955 testimony before his Committee regarding Communist 
infiltration in the Pentagon. To date my letter has neither been answered or 
acknowledged, although a member of the Press was told that it had been re¬ 
ceived. (Continued on Page 4).

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'This is the second time a letter I have written to the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee, about my 1955 testimony, has gone unanswered and 
unacknowledged: On 27 Decembr 1955 — seven months after I had testified 
and carried out their instructions — I wrote a two-page letter to the Committee's 
Counsel, with copies to Senators Eastland and Jenner. The following paragraphs 
from that letter are pertinent to the present case: 

" ^Tou will recall that after I testified before your Committee in closed ses¬ 
sion, in compliance with your instructions, I informed my office that I had done 
so. This resulted, os you know, in a strenuous attempt by the Navy's Secretariat 
to convince my family and your Committee that 1 was mentally unbalanced: 
Secretary Pratt and other top Navy officials prevailed upon Senator Capehart 
to summon my older brother to Washington without my knowledge and attemp¬ 
ted to obtain his assistance in sending me for treatment to the Bethesda Navy 
Hospital, which I was not legally entitled to enter. 

" 'I have since learned that the Navy's Surgeon General, Admiral Hogan — 
whom I have never met — was present during these discussions and gave his 
opinion about my mental condition without ever having seen me. I have also 
learned that my co-workers in the Navy Department were deliberately mis¬ 
informed that I had suffered a nervous breakdown, and that this rumor was 
spread around the Pentagon among Naval officers with whom I had served 
over a 20-year-period. (Two Navy Commanders who are familiar with this 
entire episode have so informed me) . . 

"In the face of this continued silence from the Senate Committee over a 
period of nearly five years, it now appears obvious that they do not intend to 
take action in this case — perhaps because a member of the U. S. Senate (Sen¬ 
ator Homer E. Capehart) is involved. Accordingly, 1 respectfully request that 
you place the enclosed information before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and direct it to mcke a full and complete investigation of the actions 
by Secretary Gates and others to discredit me as a U. S. Government witness 
against the Communist conspiracy." 

On March 13 I sent Chairman Walter additional information, documented 
with excerpts from the official log of Undersecretary of the Navy Gates. (A 
photostat of the key exhibit from this log is available.) 

As I emphasized in this letter, "the most significant portion of my testimony 
before the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee on 19 May 1955 was con¬ 
cerned with Communist infiltration of the religious indoctrination programs of 
the Armed Services. This involved the Armed Forces Chaplains Board, which 
had been maneuvered into unwanted cooperation with a discredited group of 
former chaplains, who exerted pressure through Undersecretary of the Navy 
Gates to force the cooperation of the Armed Forces Chaplains with a 'National 
Chaplains-Parents Conference' that was to be held on Memorial Day in 1955 
at Rochester, New York. Vice-President Nixon attended this event, of which the 
main feature on the program was to be the annual 'Rochester Memorial Pag¬ 
eant.' 

"This Pageant was especially important because it involved a cast of hun¬ 
dreds of persons, including Armed Forces Chaplains, and because the Pageant 
script was to be used as the basis for a nationwide program of religious in¬ 
doctrination for teen-age draftees . . . 
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"This Pageant came to my attention in line of duty, as one of my assign¬ 
ments was to review anything involving my immediate superior, Mr. Albert 
Pratt, who was the Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve 
Forces. I was his Special Assistant for Morale and Welfare matters, and this 
project deeply affected military morale. Secretary Gates was also deeply In¬ 
volved, as will be seen below . . ." 

My letter also stated that Undersecretary of the Navy Gates' log of 29 
April 1955 showed that he had been advised that Vice-President Nixon would 
attend the Chaplain's Conference in Rochester. This letter also described how 
the services of a certain well-known writer had been obtained by a senior U. S. 
Navy Chaplain, through a well-known theological seminary, and that this 
writer had an extensive FBI file in the "Eyes Only" category. My letter also 
described how a Navy Intelligence official had shown this FBI file to Assistant 
Secretary Pratt in my presence, and that this same writer was still writing for 
the New York Times as late as March 13, 1960. 

My letter continued as follows: 

"The most shocking aspect of this latest pro-Communist action by Secretary 
Gates was not his brazen denial (through an unidentified 'spokesman', of 
course) that he would ever try to railroad anyone anywhere — but the complete 
suppression of this entire story by the U. S. Press — with the sole exception of 
the New York Daily News. 

"Nothing could demonstrate more clearly the appalling degree to which 
this nation's mass information media are infiltrated by the Communists, than 
this suppression of a story which could alert the American people and deal the 
Communist cause a severe setback . . . 

"Naturally, this would be explosive front-page news which, if presented 
fairly and objectively, would directly influence the outcome of this year's Pres¬ 
idential election. But in this case there is too much at stake to permit narrow 
political considerations to obscure the real issue. Let's face it: The Eisenhower . 
administration — which promised to 'dean up the mess in Washington' — has 
been soft on Communism in this case for nearly five years, and is rapidly get¬ 
ting softer. Undersecretary Gates and Assistant Secretary Pratt were Eisenhower 
appointees; ... let the President defend them if he can. But if he cannot, 
then the American people have the right to know the facts and the President 
has the duty to take appropriate, corrective action . . . 

"A spokesman for Secretary Gates (he is still ducking any personal state¬ 
ment) called his public record 'beyond reproach.' Yet he conspired to deprive 
me of my job, my career, my constitutional rights, and my personal freedom 
and ability to make a living. If these are actions 'beyond reproach,' we have 
already entered the era of police-state methods in the U. S. A. 

"Air Force Secretary Harold Talbott resigned after writing a letter to help 
a friend, and F.C.C. Chairman John Doerfer quit under fire after going out on 
a yacht. Now, what about Secretary Gates — who has twice taken an official 
action aiding Communist attempts to cover up their infiltration in the religious 
field: isn't this action by Secretary Gates more than ample reason for Congres¬ 
sional investigation and public censure? 
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The issues here are clear and un¬ 
complicated, and they can be clarified 
by a few direct questions: 

1. Did Undersecretary of the Navy 
Thomas S. Gates, on 12 May 1955, 
direct Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Albert Pratt to discharge me as the 
latter's Special Assistant, in the pres¬ 
ence of Secretary Pratt's Naval Aide, 
Captain James H. Mini, USN, as re¬ 
ported to me that same date by Cap¬ 
tain Mini? 

2. Did Captain John D. Lamade, 
USN, Acting Chief of Information for 
the U. S. Navy, denounce me to Un¬ 
dersecretary of the Navy Gates in the 
latter's office during the meeting be¬ 
tween Captain Lamade and Underse- 
retary Gates which is recorded in the 
latter's log of 12 May 1955? 


my brother's presence, and make a 
reservation for me to depart from 
Washington, D. C. on EAL Flight 461 
at 10:55 a.m. the next day for Evans¬ 
ville, Indiana? 

8. Did Rear Admiral Grenfel, head 
of the Navy's Security of Personnel of¬ 
fice, personally reprimand the Navy's 
senior Chaplain, Rear Admiral Edward 
B. Harp, for allowing U. S. Navy chap¬ 
lains to become associated with the 
author of the Rochester Memorial Pag¬ 
eant? 

9. Did the log of Undersecretary 
Gates on April 29, 1955 (copy avail¬ 
able) show that he was notified by 
Father Sheehy that Vice President Nix¬ 
on was going to attend the Rochester 
Chaplains meeting? 


3. Did Mr. William Abbott of the 
Office of Naval Intelligence show Sec¬ 
retary Pratt an "Eyes Only" FBI file on 
the author of the Rochester Memorial 
Pageant, in Secretary Pratt's office in 
my presence? 

4. Did Secretary Pratt, in his of¬ 
fice on 13 May 1955, ask me to submit 
my resignation, did I refuse, and did 
he, in his office on 31 May 1955, in 
the presence of his Naval Aide, Cap¬ 
tain James H. Mini, USN, ask me to 
go in his car, accompanied by the 
Navy's Surgeon General, Admiral Ho¬ 
gan, to Bethesda Naval Hospital? 

5. Did Senator Homer E. Cape- 
hart, in his office on June 6, 1955, in 
my brother's presence, also ask me to 
enter Bethesda Naval Hospital? 


6. When I declined, did Senator 
Capehart then request that I leave 
Washington, D. C., without the author¬ 
ization of my immediate superiors and 
against their specific instructions? 

7. Did Senator Capehart then per¬ 
sonally telephone Eastern Air Lines, in 


10 Did I personally telephone the 
Republican National Committe on May 
22, 1955 and notify them that Vice 
President Nixon was scheduled to at¬ 
tend the Rochester Chaplains - Parents 
Conference, and that the scheduled 
program was Communist-infiltrated? 

11. Did I personally warn Navy 
Captain "Red" Yeager (who accom¬ 
panied Vice President Nixon to the 
Rochester Memorial Day meeting as 
the latter's Naval Aide) that the pro¬ 
gram was Communist-infiltrated and 
did I urge him to alert Vice President 
Nixon to the implications involved by 
his participation in this event? 

12. Did Undersecretary Gates (as 
shown by his log dated May 23, 1955) 
have lunch with Secretary Pratt, and 
also discuss "personnel problems" with 
Mr. Gilmartin, Pentagon liason rep¬ 
resentative of the Republican National 
Committee? 

13. On the following day, May 
24, 1955, did Secretary Pratt call me 
in and demand my immediate resig¬ 
nation because I had telephoned the 
Republican National Committee? 
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14. Did I agree to resign, but only 
on the condition that I be allowed to 
name my own termination date — 
(June 30, 1955 — nearly seven weeks 
after Undersecretary Gates directed 
Secretary Pratt, on May 12, 1955, to 
fire mel) — and did Secretary Pratt 
agree to this? (Documentary proof is 
available.) 

15. Approximately one week af¬ 
ter I submitted my resignation (on 
May 24, 1955) did Secretary Pratt on 
May 31, 1955 ask me to enter Beth- 
esda Naval Hospital, for "free treat¬ 
ment" to which I was not legally en¬ 
titled? 

16. What Pentagon agency evalu¬ 
ated the "Rochester Memorial Pageant" 
(written by the individual whose "Eyes 
Only" FBI file was shown to Secretary 
Pratt) and labeled this pageant sub¬ 
versive? 

17. Through what well-known 
Theological Seminary, and by whom, 
were the services of the author of the 
subversive "Rochester Memorial Pag¬ 
eant" procured? 

The true answers to these ques¬ 
tions - - and to other questions which 
will naturally arise if these questions 
are answered truthfully, with the cus¬ 
tomary rights of confrontation and 
cross-examination - - are long overdue. 


That is the 64-billion-dollar ques¬ 
tion, if we consider it in terms of the 
nation's defense budget which spends 
billions for defense against military 
attack, while ignoring our helplessness 
against the non-military weapons 
which, the Communists have openly 
boasted, they will use to destroy us. 

If Congress can't or won't act, 
who can act in the interests of the 
people of these United States? The U. S. 
Supreme Court? (Look at their record 
of decisions in favor of known Com¬ 
munists. There are now only two Com¬ 
munists in jail in the United States — 
not for plotting the violent overthrow 
of the U. S. Government, but for jump¬ 
ing bail!) 

Can the President of the United 
States act in this case? Yes, he COULD, 
but it is highly unlikely that he will do 
so, when he has already endorsed the 
Anti-Defamation League, under his 
published photograph, in these glow¬ 
ing terms: 

"Your good work . . . has brought 
strength to the national community. 
By educating our citizens to overcome 
the evils of prejudice . . . nurturing 
the roots of freedom, you have helped 
to make our land a better place to 
live in.

Typical of the latter is the 25c booklet 
"How You Can Teach About Com¬ 
munism," which endorses more than 
a dozen books by prominent "Liberal" 
authors as "Suggested Readings." Yet 
in spite of repeated instances of pro- 
Communist activities and associations, 
the ADL enjoys tax-exempt status as 
a non-profit "educational" organiza¬ 
tion! 


GUIDELINES FOR ACTION 

Those of you who don't want to 
sit still and watch America go down 
the Communist drain, have two courses 
of action which can be extremely ef¬ 
fective in 1960 — the Year of Decision: 

Apply economic pressure to close 
down the ADL branch offices in your 
community or in your home State (see 
the ADL office locations listed above.)

State plainly 
that if he does not take corrective ac¬ 
tion before the Republican National 
Convention selects its Presidential can¬ 
didate in July, you intend to go to 
the polls in Novembrer and vote every¬ 
one now connected with the Eisen¬ 
hower regime into political limbo. 

"Coming events cast their shad¬ 
ows before them." Sir Winston Chur¬ 
chill, writing about events which oc¬ 
curred just prior to the outbreak of 
the Second World War, made this 
stark observation, in his book The 
Gathering Storm:
